Mayor  Herbert  Ames  of  the  City  of  Williamsport  was  escorted  to  the 
stage,  by  the  Assistant  Stewards,  and  delivered  the  Address  of  Welcome. 

The  Response  was  made  by  Worthy  Master,  E.  B.  Dorsett.  Following 
this  the  Worthy  Overseer  was  called  to  the  Master's  chair  and  L.  Kuppin 
occupied  the  Overseer's  station  while  the  following  Annual  Address  was 
delivered  by  the  Master  of  the  State  Grange. 

MASTER'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS 

To  the  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  ^     .       ^^  . 

In  submitting  this  my  first  Annual  Report,  as  Master  of  the  State 
Granee.  I  am  pleased  to  record  that  the  year  has  been  one  of  unusual 
activity.  I  shall  not  weary  you  with  a  recital  of  the  number  of  miles 
traveled,  speeches  made,  letters  written,  etc.,  but  simply  say  that  I  was 
kept  busy  The  varied  character  of  the  meetings  attended  and  the  intense 
interest  manifested  in  the  message  presented,  was  indeed  encouraging  and 
shows  a  growing  interest  in  Grange  work. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  ORDER 

During  the  year  ten  new  Granges  were  organized,  six  reorganized  and 
twelve  Juvenile  Granges  organized.  Since  the  year  closed  three  new  Granges 
have  been  organized.  Pennsylvania  stood  ninth  in  the  number  of  new 
Granges  organized  and  sixth  in  the  number  reorganized.  In  the  number 
of  Juvenile  Granges  organized  she  stood  second. 

Our  greatest  difficulty  seems  to  be  in  keeping  active  the  Granges  we 
have  in  preventing  members  from  being  dropped  for  nonpayment  of  dues. 
This  trouble  is  due  primarily  to  agricultural  and  industrial  changes  which 
are  rapidly  and  constantly  taking  place.  The  strength  of  our  Order  should 
not  be  measured  by  its  members  alone,  but  by  the  loyalty  of  its  members 
and  the  character  of  the  work  done.  No  master  ever  had  more  loyal  support 
of  more  willing  workers  and  I  am  deeply  indebted  to  the  Grange  officials 
in  particular  and  to  the  membership  in  general. 

SPECIAL  SESSIONS 

Two  special  sessions  of  the  State  Grange  were  held  in  October.  One  at 
Wellsboro,  Tioga  County,  October  19,  at  which  meeting  199  were  instructed 
in  the  Sixth  Degree.     On  the  20th  a  special  session  was  held  at  Montrose, 
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Susquehanna  County,  at  which  meeting  152  were  instructed  in  the  Sixth 
Degree.  All  the  regular  officers,  having  a  part  in  the  Degree,  were  present, 
excepting  our  Worthy  Flora  who  was  detained  on  account  of  the  serious 
illness  of  her  husband.  Our  Worthy  Past  Flora,  Sister  A.  H.  FuUerton,  took 
her  place  and  gave  the  work  in  an  impressive  manner. 

We  feel  that  meetings  of  this  kind  are  helpful  and  would  like  to  see 
the  members  take  greater  interest  in  them.  The  Executive  Committee 
authorized  holding  Special  Sessions  whenever  200  or  more  candidates  could 
be  obtained.  This  number  is  NONE  too  high  and  can  easily  be  obtained  if 
two  or  more  Counties  join  in  the  project. 

When  these  meetings  are  held,  the  work  should  be  completed  in  time, 
so  that  there  is  no  delay  in  opening.  This  would  give  plenty  of  time  after 
the  Degree  for  a  general  discussion  of  Grange  problems  and  for  helpful 
suggestions. 

POMONA  GRANGES 

The  service  that  is  being  rendered  by  the  Pomona  Granges  is  a  source 
of  delight  and  inspiration  to  those  who  have  charge  of  the  work.  I  want  to 
commend  the  Pomona  Masters  and  extend  to  them  my  sincere  thanks  for 
the  hearty  cooperation  and  splendid  assistance  given  me  during  the  year. 
Let  me  urge  you  to  continue  the  splendid  service  you  are  rendering  until  the 
Grange  banner  is  unfurled  in  every  corner  of  our  State. 

I  have  only  one  suggestion  to  make  and  that  is  that  you  have  the 
Lecturers  feature  some  special  branch  of  Grange  work  at  each  session.  One 
of  the  most  important  duties  of  the  Secretary  is  that  of  collecting  the  dues, 
failure  to  do  this,  causes  heavy  losses  in  membership  each  year.  Have  a 
program  giving  special  attention  to  the  work  of  the  secretary  and  make 
an  urgent  appeal  for  them  all  to  be  present. 

Every  County  has  a  few  Secretaries  that  have  had  splendid  success  in 
collecting  dues.  Find  out  who  they  are,  put  them  on  the  program  and  have 
them  tell  the  others  how  it  is  done.  Rightly  conducted  this  could  be  made 
very  helpful  to  the  Secretaries  and  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  Order. 
Whenever  State  Officials  visit  your  Pomona,  feature  the  work  which  they 
represent. 

JUVENILE  GRANGES 

The  addition  of  twelve  Juvenile  Granges  during  the  year  is  a  source 
of  pride  and  satisfaction  and  is  evidence  that  this  branch  of  Grange  work 
is  becoming  popular.  One  of  the  hardest  problems  to  solve  in  connection 
with  Juvenile  work  is  that  of  finding  a  suitable  Matron.  No  one  person 
should  be  expected  to  do  this  work  alone.  The  Matron  is  elected  by  the 
Juvenile  Grange  and  she  in  turn  appoints  two  or  more  assistants. 

In  making  these  appointments  it  is  advisable,  whenever  possible,  to  ap- 
point some  one  who  understands  drills  and  marches  which  always  interest 
children.  It  requires  tact,  courage  and  patience,  but  it  is  worth  while  and 
means  much  to  the  children  and  to  the  future  of  the  Grange.  "As  a  twig 
is  bent  the  tree  is  inclined." 

GRANGE  DORMITORY 

On  November  13,  while  attending  the  National  Grange  at  Washington, 
I  received  the  following  telegram  from  Dr.  R.  D.  Hetzel,  President  of 
State  College— "Contract  for  Grange  Dormitory  to  cost  two  hundred  sixty 
thousand  dollars  let  today,  to  be  completed  not  later  than  September  first 
next."  Six  years  ago  the  State  Grange  met  in  this  City  and  launched  this 
project.  It  is,  indeed,  a  pleasure  to  announce  as  we  return  that  the  contract 
is  let  and  that  the  Dormitory  will  be  ready  for  use  next  September. 
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LIFE  INSURANCE 


Life  Insurance  is  no  longer  considered  as  an  investment  only,  but  as 
a  protection  against  want  and  privation  through  the  loss  of  loved  ones. 
The  farmer  realizes  perhaps,  as  never  before,  the  necessity  of  protecting 
those  within  the  home  as  well  as  the  home  itself.  The  Farmers  and  Traders 
Life  Insurance  Company  is  doing  splendid  work  and  deserves  the  whole 
hearted  support  of  our  entire  membership. 

We  lost  our  contract  with  the  Casualty  Company  because  we  did  not 
give  it  business  enough  to  pay  expenses.  Let  us  be  careful  that  the  same 
thing  does  not  happen  with  the  Farmers  and  Traders  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany. If  all  the  Insurance  written  for  Patrons  this  year  had  been  given  to 
our  company  the  revenue  derived  from  it  would  have  paid  the  expenses  of 

this  meeting. 

We  urge  our  young  folks  to  take  out  a  policy  now  and  by  the  time  they 
get  where  they  need  money  or  credit  they  will  have  something  that  will 
bring  both.  Parents  can  do  their  children  no  greater  kindness,  nor  render 
them  a  more  valuable  service  than  to  induce  them  to  take  out  a  Policy 
with  the  Farmers  and  Traders  Life  Insurance  Company,  and  thus  teach  them 
the  value  of  saving  and  industry  as  well  as  give  them  protection. 

TAXATION 

One  hundred  fifty  one  years  ago  the  farmers  of  this  country  freely 
pledged  "their  fortunes,  their  lives  and  their  Sacred  homes.  That  this  nation 
might  endure,  a  haven  for  the  oppressed;  a  refuge  for  the  persecuted;  and 
a  nation  where  freedom  might  prevail.  History  has  no  brighter  pages 
than  those  which  deal  with  the  loyalty  and  patriotism  of  those  farmers 
*ind  their  families. 

In  the  recent  Nation-Wide  discussion  of  Farm  Relief,  the  Nations 
greatest  crop,  her  farm  boys  and  girls  was  overlooked.  If  the  very  foun- 
dation of  this  republic  is  to  continue,  America  Agriculture  must  be  main- 
tained on  a  profitable  basis  and  not  reduced  to  a  state  of  peasantry.  The 
farmer  must  have  better  roads,  from  farm  to  market,  better  schools  for 
his  boys  and  girls  and  greater  returns  from  his  labor.  These  conditions 
can  be  met  either  by  increased  appropriations  for  roads  and  schools,  or  by 
a  well  defined  decrease  in  Taxation.  We  must  protect  this  great  reservoir 
of  real  American  citizens,  both  for  our  own  safety  as  well  as  for  the  cities, 
that    will    continue   to    draw   their    brain    and    brawn    from    this    source    of 

supply. 

The  farmers  led  in  the  taxation  fight  over  one  hundred  fifty-one  years 
ago.  They  are  again  taking  the  initiative  and  are  receiving  the  cooperation 
of  other  interests.  The  fight  against,  "Taxation  Without  Representation" 
was  accomplished  by  all  of  the  interests  of  the  colonies  getting  together. 
This  same  get  together  spirit  is  needed  today  to  stop  constant  taxation  in- 
creases. All  interests  must  get  together  around  a  common  council  table 
and  agree  on  methods  for  reducing  rapidly  mounting  government  costs 
end  for  a  more  equitable  distribution  of  the  same,  to  the  end  that  each  class 
of  property  will  bear  its  just  share  of  the  burden. 

FARM  LEGISLATION 

Perhaps  no  question  ever  so  completely  held  the  attention  of  the  people 
as  that  of  Farm  Legislation,  or  Farm  Relief.  It  was  the  main  question  for 
discussion  by  the  candidates  and  by  both  parties  during  the  recent  Presi- 
dential campaign  and  is  at  present  the  leading  question  before  Congress. 
There  is  no  short  cut  to  the  solution  of  this  problem,  as  there  are  so  many 
factors  affecting  it.     Legislation  Taxation,  Transportation,  Organization  and 
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Cooperation  are  factors  which  must  be  considered  before  a  complete  solution 

is  found.  ,     u     ij 

There  is  one  phase  of  the  problem,  however,  that  could  and  should 
receive  immediate  attention  on  the  part  of  Congress,  and  that  is  a  revision 
of  Tariff  duties,  upward  and  not  downward,  on  all  farm  products  produced 
in  this  country.  Last  year  there  came  into  this  country  more  than  two  billion 
dollars  worth  of  farm  products.  This  can  be  stopped  by  raising  the  Tariff 
duties  on  these  goods.  Our  home  markets  are  the  best  in  the  world  and 
should  be  protected  and  preserved  for  the  American  farmer. 

NATIONAL  GRANGE 

The  National  Grange  held  its  62nd  annual  session  at  Washington,  D.  C, 
November  14th  to  the  23rd,  inclusive,  and  was  the  most  remarkable  ever 
held.  The  session  held  the  attention  of  the  nation,  because  of  the  position 
the  Grange  holds  in  the  leadership  of  rural  affairs  and  in  recognition  of  its 
right  and  ability  to  speak  for  the  Agricultural  interests.  Members  of  Con- 
gress were  eagerly  waiting  to  get  the  plan  of  the  Grange  for  farm  relief 
and  were  well  pleased  with  the  policy  adopted.  This  is  the  most  definite 
farm  relief  program  that  has  been  put  forward  by  any  organized  farm  group 
and  it  is  likely  to  form  the  basis  for  exclusive  discussion,  not  only  in  the 
present  Congress,  but  by  agricultural  groups  and  leaders  in  all  parts  of  the 
country. 

THE  NATIONAL  GRANGE  AGRICULTURE  POLICY 

1.  Revise  tariff  schedules  so  as  to  give  American  farmers  full  benefits 
of  the  American  market  for  all  agricultural  products  in  this  country, 
and  for  all  articles  manufactured  from  such  products.  "Hold  American 
markets  for  American  producers,"  is  the  Grange  declaration. 

2.  Establish  a  flexible  system  of  Export  debentures,  in  order  to  ex- 
tend tariff  benefits  to  farm  products,  of  which  there  may  be  an  ex- 
portable surplus;  creating  thereby  the  most  effective  means  of  ending 
the  depression  in  various  farm  staples.  ^ 

3  Fix  a  national  land  policy  designed  to  check  uneconomic  agricul- 
tural expansion  by  halting  further  development  of  irrigation,  drainage 
or  colonization  projects,  until  there  is  need  for  increased  production 
and  until  agriculture  is  on  an  economic  parity  with  other  industries. 

4  Establish  a  comprehensive  system  of  cooperative  marketing  and 
other  stablizing  agencies,  utilizing  the  established  branches  of  the 
government;  to  assist  in  eliminating  waste  in  distribution  and  reducing 
handling  costs.  Such  project  to  be  under  the  guidance  of  a  Federal 
Farm  Board,  given  adequate  power,  sufficient  funds  and  suitable 
functions  to  promote  the  cooperative  marketing  idea  in  all  practical 
ways,  and  to  aid  in  protecting  the  interests  of  farmers  in  the  develop- 
ment of  these  policies. 

THE  NATIONAL  GRANGE  VOTED  TO  FAVOR 

A  continued  Federal  road  building  program  that  shall  include  generous 
appropriations  for  farm-to-market  roads  and  the  systematic  development 
of  township  and  other  secondary  roads  throughout  the  nation  under  Federal, 
state  and  county  aid  plan;  especially  on  rural  delivery  routes. 

Maintaining  and  strengthening  an  American  Merchant  Marine,  espec- 
ially as  a  vital  aid  in  shipping  farm  products. 

A  sound  system  of  taxation  bases  primarily  upon  ability  to  pay  and 

upon  actual  benefits  received.  .         ^i.„4.^ 

Levying  an  adequate  tax  on  intangible  property  under  various   state 

laws,  and  broadening  the  tax  base  as  an  effective  method  of  securing  relief 
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from  tax  burdens  now  resting  upon  farmers  and  small  home-owners. 

The  estimated  attendance  of  Grange  members  at  Washington  was  8,000 
and  the  claims  of  initiates  to  receive  the  highest  degree  of  the  Order  exceeded 
2700.  Twenty-nine  States  were  represented  in  the  session  and  among  the 
Seventh  Degree  government  departments  and  many  others  desirous  of  attend- 
ing that  convention. 

The  session  was  honored  by  the  presence  of  President  and  Mrs.  Calvin 
Coolidge,  and  the  President's  address  on  some  agricultural  aspects  of  the 
present  time  was  listened  to  by  6500  Grange  members,  representing  a  chain 
of  states  completely  across  the  continent.  Others  who  addressed  the  conven- 
tion were  Vice-President-elect  Charles  H.  Curtis,  United  States  Senators 
William  E.  Borah  and  Charles  L.  McNary,  Congressman  John  C.  Ketcham, 
Assistant  Secretary  of  Agriculture  Rennick  W.  Dunlap,  U.  S.  Tariff  Com- 
missioner Sherman  J.  Lowell,  and  many  others  prominent  in  public  life. 

THE  NATIONAL  GRANGE  OPPOSES 

Every  move  in  the  direction  of  corporation  farming,  or  other  centra- 
lization of  the  industry  into  large,  heavily-financed  groups. 

The  absorption  of  remaining  unused  natural  resources  by  private  parties, 
or  otherwise  than  for  the  good  of  the  entire  people. 

Any   decrease   in   the    effectiveness    of   present   immigration    restrictive 

laws. 

Lowering  of  income  tax  rates  until  substantial  reduction  has  been  made 

in  the  public  debt. 

The  weakening  of  existing  laws,  Federal  or  state,  for  the  control  of  the 
traffic  in  narcotics. 

The  use  of  propaganda  of  any  sort  in  schools  or  in  school  books. 

All  Federal  regulation  of  motor  busses  and  trucks  upon  the  public 
highways. 

Any  form  of  the  Sale  tax. 

The  Grange  deplores  the  growing  use  of  cigarettes  by  women  and  urges 
educational  efforts  to  check  it. 

LAW  ENFORCEMENT 

Ever  since  the  Eighteenth  Amendment  became  apart  of  the  Federal  Con- 
stitution, its  enemies  have  been  clamoring  for  a  Referendum,  on  November 
6  last  it  came  in  no  uncertain  terms.  It  came  not  from  a  party,  nor  from 
a  candidate,  but  from  an  outraged  people  speaking  from  enraged  conscience. 
It  was  a  direct  mandate  from  the  people  and  when  they  speak,  parties  and 
politicians  better  listen.  That  mandate  was  a  positive  declaration  that  the 
Eighteenth  Amendment  must  not  and  will  not  be  repealed.  Nor  will  the 
Volstead  Law  be  changed,  unless  it  be  to  give  it  more  power. 

The  Constitution  must  be  obeyed  and  the  laws  enacted  under  it  enforced. 
This  can  best  be  done  by  deporting  every  Foreign  Bootlegger  and  jailing 
every  American  one  caught  violating  the  law.  The  first  offense  should  be  six 
months,  the  second  ten  years  and  the  third  life  imprisonment.  This  might 
embarrass  some  of  the  present  Law-Enforcement  Officials,  but  would  tend 
to  have  a  wholesome  effect  on  those  who  escape. 

CONCLUSION 

There  are  many  other  subjects  that  I  would  like  to  have  discussed  but 
time  and  strength  would  not  permit.  They  will  be  taken  up  by  the  several 
committees  and  you  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  register  a  vote  of  protest 
or  approval.  You  will  be  writing  history  this  week  and  in  spite  of  Adverse 
Criticism  may  it  be  so  worded  that  you  can  write  Fraternity  above  it  and 
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square  your  conscience  with  the  full  meaning  of  that  word.  May  the  Spirit 
of  Fraternity  that  orginated  and  has  prospered  our  Order  ever  lead  us 
onward  and  upward  until  we  meet  face  to  face,  the  master  of  the  Great 
Grange  above.

The  afternoon  session  of  the  first  day  opened  at  1:30  P.  M.,  worthy 
Master  E.  B.  Dorsett,  presiding.  Telegrams  of  Fraternal  Greetings  from 
Hon.  Gifford  Pinchot,  former  Governor  of  Pennsylvania  and  chairman  of 
the  conservation  committee,  Hon.  L.  J.  Laber,  Master  of  the  Natinal  Grange 
and  from  Harry  A.  Caton,  secretary  of  the  National  Grange  were  read. 
Following  a  song  led  by  Wm.  M.  McCullough,  Officers  reported  as  follows: — 


REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  OVERSEER 

WORTHY  MASTER  AND  FELLOW  PATRONS: 

With  pleasure  I  bring  greetings  from  the  Overseer's  Station.  During 
the  past  year  your  Overseer  has  traveled  8000  miles,  attending  60  Subor- 
dinate, 24  Pomona,  2  Special  State  Grange  meetings,  the  Nationl  Grange, 
Dedicated  2  New  Halls  and  assisted  with  5  picnics. 


In  visiting  the  various  granges  we  are  impressed,  that  there  is  a 
limiting  factor  in  Grange  work  that  needs  be  removed.  It  is  self  evident 
that  many  patrons  have  not  grasped  the  significance  of  the  Grange.  Using 
a  common  phrase  we  should  "Sell  the  Grange"  to  its  members.  While 
suppers  and  entertainments  are  splendid,  and  I  would  not  detract  from  them 
in  the  least,  yet  there  is  something  greater  which  we  must  develop  if  we 
are  to  advance.  Feasting  and  merriment  are  commendable  in  any  Grange, 
but  we  must  dig  deeper  and  build  on  the  strong  foundation  so  permanently 
laid  by  the  Founders  of  our  Order  three  score  years  ago.  We  should  spend 
more  time  on  our  ritualistic  work.  In  many  Granges  the  Declaration  of 
Purposes,  if  ever  found  has  been  lost,  or  if  ever  known  has  been  forgotten. 

I  v/ould  that  each  Grange  might  devote  a  part  of  two  meetings  in  each 
quarter  to  ritualistic  work — doing  installation,  Initiation,  studying  the  un- 
written work,  Constitution,  By-Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations  etc. 

During  the  coming  six  weeks  at  least  900  corps  of  officers  will  be  in- 
stalled, many  of  whom  do  not  know  what  is  expected  of  them.  They  simply 
follow  their  predecessor,  regardless  of  what  they  were  installed  to  do.  After 
the  officers  are  installed  they  should  study  what  is  required  of  them  and 
the  next  meeting  the  installation  should  be  reviewed  and  impressed.  In 
many  granges  it  would  be  well  to  elect  a  critic,  whose  duty  would  be  to 
criticize  the  officers  and  all  who  take  part — and  possibly  those  who  do  not 
take  part.     This  should  come  under  the  Good  of  the  Order. 

Another  limiter  is  the  lack  of  cooperation.  Each  member  should  see 
the  Grange  bigger  than  self.  As  long  as  we  have  members  with  selfish 
purposes  we  will  not  advance  as  we  should. 

But  the  greatest  hindrance  to  advancement  is  the  lack  of  fraternity. 
This  is  quite  noticeable  in  all  stations  of  the  grange.  Let  us  look  for  the 
good  in  others.  We  find  what  we  look  for.  It  is  impossible  to  develop  a 
fraternal  feeling  when  we  are  looking  for  evil  in  the  other  fellow.  I  like 
the  verse. 

Other  people  have  their  faults, 
And  so  have  you  as  well, 
All  you  chance  to  hear 
You  have  no  right  to  tell. 

We  should  take  instructions  from  the  Teacher  who  made  no  mistakes 
when  He  said  "Let  him  that  is  without  fault  cast  the  first  stone.' 

Without  cooperation  and  fraternity  we  cannot  ascend  to  the  heights 
we  should  attain. 

Let  us  fraternally  go  forward  together.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  LECTURER 

For  the  second  time  it  becomes  my  privilege  to  present  to  you  the  re- 
port of  the  Lecturer's  office  of  this  State  Grange.  , 

If  we  have  achieved  success  in  any  measure,  whatsoever,  during  the 
past  year,  I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  the  achievement  of  that  suc- 
cess has  been  made  possible,  wholly  through  the  splendid  spirit  of  co- 
operation  and  helpfulness  which  has  been  afforded  me  by  the  rank  and  file 
of  the  membership  throughout  the  entire  state.  .  ,         ,  a 

In  mv  travels  about  the  state  during  the  past  year,  I  have  been  received 
everywhere  with  the  uttermost  cordiality  and  hospitality,  and  to  me,  tne 
grange  associations  and  contacts  made,  have,  indeed,  been  most  pleasant. 
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The  spendid  fraternal  spirit  which  so  manifestedly  reveals  itself  among 
our  membership  is  indeed  a  sourse  of  real  inspiration.  May  I  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  one  and  all,  who  through  their  helpfulness  and  en- 
couragement have  contributed  so  materially  toward  making  the  task  of  the 
Lecturer,  a  most  pleasant  and  enjoyable  one. 

ACTIVITIES 

My  activities  in  the  Grange  during  the  past  year  have  been  somewhat 
varied  in  character;  having  to  do  with  matters  of  a  general  Grange  nature 
as  well  as  with  matters  of  a  direct  and  specific  bearing  upon  the  work  of 
the  Grange  Lecturer.  As  has  been  the  custom,  a  Lecturer's  handbook  was 
prepared,  this  book  differing  somewhat  in  character  from  any  which  had 
been  issued  heretofore,  inasmuch  as  twenty  four  subjects,  treating  of 
agriculture  and  Grange  problems,  were  selected,  and  a  complete  program 
built  around  each  of  the  subjects.  This  handbook  enjoyed  an  unusually 
wide  circulation,  it  having  been  mailed  to  all  of  the  Lecturers  of  Pennsyl- 
vania as  well  as  to  all  the  State  Lecturers  of  the  United  States.  In  addition 
to  this  circulation,  at  the  request  of  the  State  Lecturer  of  Delaware  a  copy 
was  furnished  for  every  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Lecturer  of  Delaware,  and 
upon  request  of  Brother  Fred  Brenckman,  Legislative  Representative  of 
the  National  Grange,  a  copy  was  supplied  to  all  of  the  Granges  in  the  newly 
organized  Grange,  State  of  Virginia;  while  the  Lecturer  of  the  National 
Grange  requested  a  supply  of  handbooks  for  general  distribution  throughout 
the  Grange  States  of  the  Country. 

In  addition  to  the  programs  prepared  for  the  handbook,  many  programs 
dealing  with  many  different  specific  subjects  have  been  prepared  and  mailed 
at  the  request  of  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Lecturers. 

During  the  year  an  article  has  been  written  and  published  every  month 
in  the  "Lecturer's  Corner"  of  Grange  News.  The  work  of  the  Lecturer's 
office  during  the  past  year  has  necessitated  the  writing  of  403  letters  as  well 
as  the  mailing  of  books,  circulars,  etc.  treating  on  Grange  and  rural  subjects. 
Upon  invitation,  I  have  attended  99  Grange  meetings  during  the  year,  re- 
quiring the  service  of  124  days  time. 

CENTER  HALL  LEADERSHIP  CONFERENCE 

This  year's  Conference  was  again  favored  with  exceptionally  mild  and 
pleasant  weather.  This  condition  coupled  with  a  splendid  spirit  of  help- 
fulness and  fraternity  on  the  part  of  the  delegates  assembled,  tended  to 
make  the  fifth  annual  Leadership  Conference,  held  at  Center  Hall,  August 
14-15-16  and  17  a  very  successful  conference.  One,  pronounced  by  many 
as  "the  best  e\er".  As  in  former  years,  the  Pennsylvania  State  College, 
and  the  Center  County  Encampment  Association  co-operated  with  the 
Grange  in  arranging  the  program  and  in  conducting  the  conference. 

The  underlying  theme  of  this  year's  conference  program  was  the  ever 
timely  and  appropriate  Grange  subject  of  "education". 

Aside  from  those  of  our  own  Grange  who  contributed  so  materially  to 
the  successful  rendition  of  the  program,  I  wish  to  make,  mention  of  the 
following  persons  who  so  generously  and  kindly  contributed  of  their  talents 
and  energies.  L.  J.  Tabor,  Master  of  the  National  Grange  addressed  the 
conference  in  his  usual  enthusiastic  and  inspiring  manner.  National  Master 
Tabor  reiterated  his  opinion  of  the  relative  importance  the  lecturer's  work 
to  the  welfare  of  the  Grange  and  urged  the  Lecturers  present  to  put  forth 
their  very  best  efforts  in  an  endeavor  to  hold  the  educational  standards  of 
the  Grange  to  a  high  level.  James  C.  Farmer,  Lecturer  of  the  National 
Grange  was  present  for  two  days  of  the  conference.  During  this  time  he 
entered   wholeheartedly   into   all    of   the   sessions,   enriching   the   conference 
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with  his  contributions,  while  through  his  friendly,  genial  and  jovial  character, 
he  endeared  himself  to  all  who  had  the  privilege  of  hearing  him. 

Probably  none  made  a  more  substantial  contribution  to  the  conference 
program  than  did  Elizabeth  L.  Arthur,  Lecturer  of  the  New  York  State 
Grange.  Miss  Arthur  remained  throughout  the  conference.  Her  intimate 
knowledge  of  the  problems  of  the  Grange  Lecturer,  coupled  with  her  ex- 
ceptional ability,  as  a  speaker,  made  her  a  valuable  adjunct  to  this  year's 
conference.  Her  presence  did  much  to  strengthen  the  fraternal  ties  between 
the  Grange  of  this  State  and  the  Grange  of  the  great  Empire  State  of  New 

York. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  addresses  of  the  conference  was  given  by 
our  own  Fred  Brenckman,  Legislative  Representative  of  The  National  Grange. 
"The  Grange  In  Legislation"  was  Brother  Brenckman's  subject  and  this, 
you  may  be  sure,  was  given  in  the  interesting  and  characteristic  Brenck- 
man style,  which  is  so  well  known  to  many  of  our  members.  Mrs.  Lucy  C. 
Shumway  of  Bradford  County  gave  an  interesting  and  enlightening  address 
on  the  subject,  "The  Grange  Hall  as  an  Educational  and  Recreational 
Center".  Mrs.  Shumway  illustrated  her  lecture  with  views  showing  the  con- 
struction and  development  of  Spring  Hill  Grange  hall.  Of  those  who  par- 
ticipated in  the  conference,  none  are  more  deserving  of  higher  commendation 
and  praise  than  Mrs.  Walter  Zimmerman  of  Luzerne  County,  Mrs.  Zimmer- 
man had  charge  of  the  group  singing  at  which  task  she  proved  herself  very 
capable  and  efficient.  As  a  song  and  group  leader,  Mrs.  Zimmerman  won  for 
herself,  in  the  opinion  of  many,  the  distinction  of  being  unexcelled. 

Mr.  George  R.  Stearns  of  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Education 
gave  two  thought  provoking  addresses  during  the  conferences.  One  on  the 
subject,  "The  Educational  Program  for  Rural  Pennsylvania."  Mr.  Stearns 
stating' that  it  was  the  purpose  of  the  department  to  encourage  and  assist 
i^n  promoting  the  highest  possible  standard  of  education  for  rural  Pennsyl- 
vania. The  subject  of  Mr.  Stearns  second  address  was,  "The  History  of 
Education".  This  interesting  lecture  was  illustrated  with  lantern  slides 
showing  the  progress  of  education  in  this  State. 

Miss  Fannie  Buchanan  of  the  Victor  Talking  Machine  Company  of  New 
Jersey,  had  charge  of  the  musical  program  of  the  conference.  This  feature 
under  Miss  Buchanan's  leadership  proved  very  interesting  and  effective. 
Miss  Buchanan's  purpose  being  to  acquaint  the  lecturers  present  with 
methods  of  adapting  music  to  the  Grange  program. 

The  organized  play  sessions  were  again  very  successful  under  uhe 
skillful  leadership  of  Brother  R.  G.  Bressler,  Deputy  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture of  Pennsylvania.  This  feature  of  the  conference  was  thoroughly 
enjoyed  bv  all  of  the  delegates  young  and  old  alike,  and  it  furnished  to  all 
pres'ent  many  practical  suggestions  and  ideas  along  social  and  recreational 
lines,  easily  adaptable  to  Grange  meetings  of  all  kinds.  Mr.  Bressler  very 
graciously  gave  of  two  days  of  his  time  for  this  work. 

An  innovation  in  this  year's  program  was  the  library  work,  which  was 
very  effectively  presented  under  the  direction  of  Evelyn  Matthews,  field 
worker  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Library.  Miss  Matthews  stressed  partic- 
ularly the  value  of  the  service  of  the  County  Library  to  rural  sections. 
One  of  the  features  which  added  to  the  pleasantness  of  this  year's  conference 
was  the  sight  seeing  trips  held  on  Thursday,  August  16th.  Especially 
interesting  and  unique,  as  many  will  recall,  was  the  trip  to  Bear  Meadows. 

The  five  successful  leadership  conferences  held  at  Center  Hall  during 
the  past  five  years  have  proven  conclusively,  the  inestimable  value  of  these 
conferences,  not  alone  to  the  delegates  attending  but  also  to  the  Granges 
represented.  In  my  opinion  there  is  not  another  single  phase  of  Orange 
endeavor  in  Pennsylvania  that  is  so  conducive  to  an  active,  an  enthusiastic, 
an  influential  and  a  successful  Grange,  as  is  the   Center  Hall   Leadership 
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Conference.  So  I  earnestly  urge  upon  every  Grange  in  the  state,  active 
participation  in  the  future  leadership  conferences.  Pomona  Granges  are 
furnished  a  splendid  opportunity  in  this  connection,  by  assisting  in  creating 
interest  among  the  Granges  within  their  respective  jurisdictions.  Some 
Pomonas  have  already  very  effectively  assisted  and  encouraged  this  pro- 
ject by  offering  to  pay  the  registration  fee  of  any  Subordinate  Lecturer 
within  their  jurisdiction,  who  might  attend. 

MIDDLE  ATLANTIC  CONFERENCE 

The  second  annual  Middle  Atlantic  Conference  was  held  at  Ithaca,  N.  Y., 
August  8-9  and  10th.  There  were  delegates  present,  representing  Granges 
in  the  state  of  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Delaware,  Maryland  and  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The  conference  was  devoted  to  the  study  and  discussion  of  various 
Granges  and  rural  problems.  The  conference  this  year  was  very  successful 
both  from  the  standpoint  of  attendance  as  well  as  in  the  thoroughness  of 
work  done. 

New  York  State  Grange  under  the  direction  of  its  Lecturer,  Elizabeth 
L.  Arthur,  proved  itself  to  be  a  very  hospitable  and  genial  host.  In  accord- 
ance with  your  instruction  of  a  year  ago,  I  presented  to  the  conference,  your 
invitation  to  meet  with  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  for  the  1929  conference. 
This  invitation  was  unanimously  accepted,  so  that  now  it  behooves  this 
Grange  to  put  forth  every  effort  to  the  end  that  the  forthcoming  Middle 
Atlantic  Conference  shall  stand  out  as  the  most  colorful  meeting  of  its  kind 
ever  held  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  States. 

POMONA   AND   SUBORDINATE    LECTURERS 

To  the  Lecturers  who  are  about  to  take  up  the  duties  of  their  office  for 
the  ensuing  year,  may  I  admonish  you  to  put  into  your  Grange  endeavors, 
all  of  the  enthusiasm,  painstaking  and  ability  at  your  command.  Upon  you 
perhaps  more  than  upon  any  other  Grange  officers  rest  the  responsibility 
of  maintaining  interest  in  the  Grange  as  well  as  making  for  the  successful 
application  of  Grange  principles  to  our  rural  life.  Carefully  prepare  your 
programs  well  in  advance  of  your  meetings.  Give  to  your  membership  the 
fullest  opportunity  for  the  development  of  their  latent  abilities.  Ever  be 
on  the  alert,  watching  for  and  taking  advantage  of  every  opportunity  to 
promote  the  cultural,  educational,  civic,  social  and  spiritual  life  of  your 
community.  Conduct  the  affairs  of  your  office  in  a  manner  that  will  make 
your  Grange  an  indispensible  factor  in  the  administration  of  the  community 
life  of  your  community. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

My  observations  and  experiences  during  the  past  year,  but  substan- 
tiate further  my  contention  embodied  in  the  Lecturer's  report  of  a  year 
ago;  vis,  that  a  plan  should  be  worked  out  whereby  there  v/ill  be  closer 
personal  contact  between  the  State  Grange  and  the  subordinate  branches  of 
the  order.  I  have  observed  that  in  Pennsylvania  there  are  many  Subordi- 
nate Granges  that  have  never  had  any  direct  personal  contact  with  State 
Grange,  either  through  visitation  or  by  direct  participation  in  their  functions 
by  State  Grange.  I  have  also  observed  that  there  are  many  officers  of  this 
State  Grange,  who  throughout  the  year,  are  without  any  specific  duties  to 
perform.  Certainly  this  should  not  be,  as  there  is  work  for  all.  Another 
observation  of  conditions,  which  in  my  opinion  is  woefully  wrong  and  in- 
dicates a  high  degree  of  inefficiency  on  the  part  of  this  State  Grange,  is 
that  according  to  our  present  method  of  carrying  on  Grange  activities 
throughout  the  state,  the  local  units  must  invariably  take  the  initiative,  and 
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State  Grange  functions,  for  the  most  part,  only  upon  invitation.  Surely 
this  method  is  at  fault.  This  Grange  is  the  source  from  which  all  inspir- 
ation, enthusiasm  and  activity  should  first  spring.  In  my  opinion,  the  State 
Grange  is  the  branch  of  the  order  which  should  at  all  times  assume  the 
leadership  in  mapping  out  the  campaigns  and  directing  the  activities  of 
the  Grange  throughout  the  state.  And  I  know  of  no  better  or  more  economic 
method  of  executing  a  plan  to  this  end,  than  by  districting  the  state  and 
assigning  each  dictrict  to  an  officer  of  the  State  Grange;  then  making  the 
officer  and  the  State  Deputy  of  that  district  personally  responsible  for 
carrying  out  of  the  Grange  activities  in  that  district.  This  plan,  it  seems, 
would  enable  the  State  Grange  to  make  a  personal  contact  every  year, 
either  directly  or  through  joint  meetings,  with  every  Subordinate  and 
Pomona  Grange  within  the  state. 

As  a  means  of  stemming  the  loss  in  membership  and  the  waning  in- 
terest in  some  sections  of  our  state,  I  earnestly  recommend  this  plan  for 
the  consideration  of  the  administrative  officers  of  this  State  Grange.

The  traffic  officer  stopped  him  and  said  *'I  know 
the  state  law  says.  All  turns  on  green  unless  otherwise  posted.  We  don't 
have  this  town  posted  but  we  make  left  hand  turns  on  yellow". 

You  may  say  this  is  the  work  of  the  Automobile  Clubs  but  remember 
the  grangers  are  the  one's  most  affected  due  to  the  fact  that  we  live  in  the 
rural  districts. 


LAW  ENFORCEMENT 

It  is  the  duty  of  every  granger  to  help  the  officials  in  office  as  well  as 
to  elect  new  officers  at  the  end  of  the  terms  of  those  who  do  not  do  their  duty.

Beginning  with  the  Quarter  Ending  June  30,  1928,  Juvenile  Granges  in 
Pennsylvania  are  required  to  pay  dues  to  the  State  Granges  in  accordance 
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with  the  requirements  of  the  National  Grange.  Report  blanks  were  mailed 
to  all  Juvenile  Granges  and  on  the  basis  of  1  cent  per  member,  per  quarter, 
the  remittances  as  reported  in  our  financial  report  were  $17.50.  Due  to 
failure  to  report,  and  reports  from  many  that  the  Juvenile  Granges  had 
become  dormant  or  disbanded,  the  report  is  not  complete. 

The  purpose  in  asking  these  remittances  was  to  get  at  the  true  con- 
condition  of  our  Juvenile  Granges  rather  than  to  assess  them  for  dues. 
It  may  be  noted  here  that  in  many  instances  children  under  14  years  who 
should  make  up  the  membership  of  the  Juvenile  Grange  become  members  of 
subordinate  Granges  under  special  dispensations  and  the  total  Granges 
who  have  reported  as  of  December  1,  1928,  is  41  out  of  a  list  of  106,  as 
organized  since  the  Juvenile  movement  started.  The  1929  Register  should 
carry  the  exact  status  of  the  Juvenile  Granges.

It  is  known  generally  that  this  account  must  close  monthly  on  the 
twentieth,  so  that  contributions  can  be  published  in  Grange  News.  Since 
the  twentieth  of  November  we  received  the  total  of  $1,336.08  making  the 
total  cash  to  date  $93,738.72. 

It  will  also  be  recalled  that  the  Erie  meeting  of  the  State  Grange 
pledges  to  the  amount  of  approximately  $10,000,  were  made  and  the  cash 
has  been  received  for  most  of  them.  However,  we  are  depending  upon  the 
following  additions  to  the  above  as  soon  as  the  money  can  be  forwarded. 

An  amount  of  $1,000,  agreed  upon  by  the  Center  County  Pomona;  an 
amount  of  $500  by  a  prominent  member  of  the  order  from  Cumberland 
County;  and  by  general  agreement  the  amount  of  $1,000  raised  for  the 
Louie  Taylor  Rodgers  Fund  is  to  be  figured,  a  part  of  the  $100,000.;  a 
total  of  $500  covering  pledges  at  Center  Hall,  and  approximately  $500 
from  other  sources,  making  a  total  amount  of  $3,500  which  when  paid  will 
bring  the  total  to  $97,238.72.  We  would  further  report  that  an  approximate 
amount  of  $800  accrued  interest  will  be  added  to  the  Fund  about  Jan- 
uary 1,  bringing  the  total  to  $98,038.72,  by  that  date.  The  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  State  Grange  advised  the  College  Trustees  last  June  that  it 
is  their  belief  that  the  amount  of  $100,000  will  be  raised  by  January  1, 
1929.    To  do  this  it  will  be  necessary  to  lay  definite  plans  looking  to  that  end! 

Many  of  the  delegates  here  at  this  session  were  also  delegates  in  1922 
when  the  State  Grange  met  in  this  city  and  the  Resolution,  creating  this 
fund  passed.  The  efforts  to  raise  the  money  have  been  attended  with  much 
care  and  anxiety  by  the  friends  of  the  cause  and  a  great  deal  of  sacrifice 
on  the  part  of  many  has  contributed  to  the  successful  outcome  of  the 
project. 

The  contract  for  the  Building  has  been  let  and  before  another  session 
of  the  State  Grange  will  convene  the  Dormitory  on  the  Campus  of  the 
College  will  no  doubt  be  occupied,  and  stand  as  a  unique  contribution  by  the 
Patrons  of  Husbandry,  to  the  cause  of  the  education  of  womanhood. 
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It  is  our  belief  as  Editor  of  Grange  News  that  this  organ  can  be 
made  a  powerful  influence  for  uplift  in  Grange  work  and  the  needs  of  agri- 
culture in  general.  Our  present  policy  is  necessarily  circumscribed  by  the 
bounds  of  our  Order  and  how  far  we  should  digress  is  our  problem. 

In  the  columns  of  the  paper  we  have  endeavored  to  bear  in  mind  at 
all  times,  the  problems  of  the  Grange  both  Subordinate  and  Pomona,  and  in 
our  Editorial  column  the  purpose  has  been  to  keep  ever  before  our  members 
the  important  policies  of  the  Order.  A  closer  co-operation  of  our  Subor- 
dinate and  Pomona  Officers  must  be  formed  to  bring  about  larger  results. 
Each  patron  pays  directly  towards  the  support  of  the  paper  and  every 
one  should  therefore  take  sufficient  interest  to  support  the  paper. 

Correspondence  and  reports  of  outstanding  events  is  solicited  and  our 
advertisers  should  be  supported  by  every  member.  A  broadening  and 
widening  out  of  our  fraternal  policies  will  bring  beneficial  results  to  the 
Order.  With  the  field  in  Farm  Publicity  work  in  Pennsylvania  narrowed 
down  to  several  papers,  a  policy  covering  the  needs  of  the  Fraternity  as  well 
as  agriculture  in  general  will  bring  large  results. 

LEGISLATION 

Not  having  had  a  session  of  the  Pennsylvania  Legislature  during  the 
year  1928,  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  we  were  inactive  in  this  field  of 
work.  As  your  Legislative  Representative  the  adopted  policies  of  past 
Sessions  of  the  State  Grange  have  been  carried  out  wherever  possible. 
Through  the  columns  of  our  own  paper  as  well  as  other  News  Columns  we 
have  advocated  the  policies  adopted  heretofore.  Service,  advice  and  help 
has  been  given  wherever  possible.  There  is  a  large  field  of  usefulness  for 
this  service,  extending  far  beyond  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly.  A 
legislative  agent  is  more  than  lobbyist  and  the  extent  of  his  usefulness  can 
grow  only  as  his  influence  and  contacts  widen.  The  coming  sessions  of  the 
Legislature  is  close  at  hand  and  it  remains  for  this  session  of  the  State 
Grange  to  lay  the  plans  for  the  1929  activity.  The  question  of  Taxation, 
Ballot  Reform,  Salary  Bills,  Stream  Pollution  and  many  measures  of  im- 
portance are  already  important  issues. 

NEW  GRANGES 

We  do  not  wish  to  emphasize  our  loss  of  38  Granges  and  3,600  members 
but  must  refer  to  it  to  prove,  the  importance  of  a  strong  building  program 
for  1929. 

We  quote  from  the  report  of  1927  in  these  words.  "It  is  imperative 
that  new  Granges  be  organized  and  efforts  to  reorganize  some  of  those 
that  have  fallen  by  the  ways  and  immediate  steps  must  be  taken  to  re- 
juvenate the  hundred,  tending  to  Dormancy."  If  that  was  "imperative"  a 
year  ago,  it  is  most  urgent  today.  The  remedy  is  not  in  a  resolve  to.  do  it, 
but  rather  in  a  systematic  campaign  to  strengthen  our  ranks.  The  Sep- 
tember campaign  for  members  brought  in  new  members  in  spots,  but  we 
were  disappointed  in  our  effort  to  get  5.000.  Our  former  Secretary  of  the 
State  Grange,  Fred  Brenckman,  demonstrated  what  can  be  done  in  Organi- 
zation work  by  going  into  the  State  of  Virginia  and  organizing,  not  only  more 
than  twenty  subordiante  Granges,  but  he  was  a  large  factor  in  organizing 
the  Virginia  State  Grange.  There  are  sections  in  Pennsylvania  that  were 
never  touched  by  a  real  Grange  apostle,  and  an  efficient,  capable  organizer 
with  Grange  vision  would  be  the  means  of  restoring  some  of  our  losses  in 
late  year. 
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The  foregoing  of  the  condition  of  this  activity  reveals  the  importance 
of  a  definite  plan  to  strengthen  that  arm  of  the  Order,  or  else  to  abandon 
it.  The  Juvenile  Grange  cannot  be  made  to  grow  under  a  system  of  special 
dispensations  to  children  under  14  years  to  join  the  Subordinate  Grange. 
According  to  reports  from  many  Juvenile  Granges  they  have  ceased  to  func- 
tion, and  our  regret  is  to  report  this  matter  for  we  believe  that  this  part  of 
the  organization  can  be  made  an  important  factor  in  building  up  the  Grange 
in  general.

REPORT  OF  THE  BUSINESS  MANAGER  GRANGE  NEWS 

Pennsylvania  Grange  News  is  no  small  proposition — a  proposition  much 
bigger  than  the  average  Patron  realizes.  However,  this  does  not  imply  that 
it  could  not  be  made  larger,  yes,  much  larger  if  the  publication  received 
that  intense  interest  your  business  manager  would  like  to  see  manifested 
by  all  our  Grange  Membership.  What  is  meant  by  this,  you  ask?  It  means 
that  your  business  manager  would  be  delighted  if  more  Patrons  would  feel  it 
their  duty  to  get  in  touch  with  their  Editor  and  his  staff  of  associates,  and 
contribute  some  original  expressions  on  matters  concerning  both  agricultural 
and  Grange  doings.  This  interchange  of  opinions  and  comments  could  not 
fail  to  constitute  a  most  valuable  addition  in  the  way  of  giving  a  more 
diversified  angle  to  the  contents  of  Grange  News,  and  at  the  same  time 
would  be  exhibiting  a  co-operative  spirit  which  all  publishers  enjoy  and 
which  all  publishers  welcome.  Such  a  display  of  co-operation  would  be  an 
unfailing  stimulus  for  better  work. 

Of  course,  your  business  manager  understands  that  while  the  approach 
to  50,000  copies  each  month  does  not  signify  much  by  comparison  with  the 
great  national  publications,  such  as  the  "Saturday  Evening  Post"  (enjoying 
an  output  of  about  three  million  copies  weekly)  or  that  splendid  farm  paper, 
**The  Rural  New  Yorker",  with  about  three  hundred  thousand,  neverless 
our  Order  owns  a  periodical  of  which  it  should  be  proud — an  asset  of  incal- 
culable value.  Grange  News  penetrates  not  only  every  county  in  Penn- 
sylvania but  ventures  across  the  border  both  north  and  south  as  well  as 
the  east  and  west,  although  its  chief  distribution  or  circulation  is  in  our 
own  Commonwealth,  carrying  Grange  precepts,  Grange  facts,  Grange 
policies,  and  Grange  inspiration  to  nearly  50,000  homes. 

It  might  interest  you  to  know  that  Grange  News  not  only  enters  every 
county  in  the  State  (as  has  been  said  before),  but  it  goes  to  more  than 
2,000  post  offices,  requires  more  than  two  tons  of  paper  each  issue,  800 
feet  of  type  encased  in  465  columns  of  nearly  two  feet  each  in  length  are  de- 
manded to  inscribe  readers'  names  on  the  subscription  list,  and  with  your 
business  manager  and  a  single  helper,  working  at  high  gear,  3^2  to  4  days 
are  occupied  in  preparing  and  filling  mail  sacks  for  the  local  postmaster 
to  handle  and  dispatch  to  distant  points.  And  permit  me  to  say  right  here 
that  no  printing  plant  with  an  equipment  value  of  less  than  $35,000  to 
$40,000  would  be  capable  of  turning  out  the  edition  of  Grange  News  in  the 
time  required. 

Wellsboro,  with  eight  rural  routes,  leads  all  other  towns,  while  Mans- 
field, Meadville,  Conneautville,  Troy,  Linesville,  Mercer,  Warren,  West  Ches- 
ter, Edinboro,  Reynoldsville,  and  several  others  help  to  swell  the  numbers 
that  pay  monthly  visits  to  our  membership. 
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Regardmg  the  dimensions  of  Grange  News  typographicallv,  it  is  a 
matter  of  regret  to  your  business  manager  that  these  dimension;  are  not 
more  pretentious.  They  seem  so  small  when  we  take  into  consideration 
the  extent  and  importance  of  the  organization  that  it  represents— limited  as 
it  IS,  to  16  pages,  each  page  being  only  8%  x  11  inches.  Furthermore'  if 
our  income  justified  it,  we  would  also  be  gratified  to  make  use  of  a  better 
grade  of  paper  as  well  as  an  increased  number  of  illustrations,  but  all  these 
mean  an  increase  in  expense.  However,  if  quality  of  contents  and  the  main- 
tenance of  a  high  standard  of  editorial  matter  mean  anything,  the  Grange 
^r"^!!.'"  '?  vf  ^'T^l''\l^.  congratulate  itself.  It  has  a  competent  Editor, 
w  i  J  ."  "•  Light)  also  regular  contributors  in  the  person  of  our 
Worthy  Master,  our  Worthy  Lecturer,  and  our  staff  of  women  folks  who 
conduct  departments  under  the  heads  of  "House  We  Live  In"  and  "Home 
Economics",  respectively,  not  to  neglect  mentioning  the  Juvenile  Depart- 
ment. Occasionally,  very  occasionally,  a  Patron  will  listen  to  the  dictates 
cf  conscience  and  contribute  an  article  for  publication. 

Did  you  ever  take  time  to  think  how  much  more  life  and  a  greater 
variety  of  matter  could  be  injected  into  Grange  News  if  a  large  majority  of 
you  would  sit  down  and  express  a  desire  to  aid  in  the  compilation  of  our 
publication?  You  would  also  be  doing  a  good  turn  to  your  Brother  Grangers 
as  you  may  know  of  some  method  of  performing  service  that  would  orove 
most  helpful  to  many  in  our  Order.  Every  true  Granger  wants  to  be 
known  as  a  good  and  faithful  servant,  and  here  is  your  opportunity 

There  is  another  way  you  can  assist  in  making  the  publishing  of  Grange 
News  more  satisfactory.  It  is  not  very  pleasant  to  allude  to  it,  but  behooves 
your  business  manager  to  call  attention  to  it,  even  if  he  does  so  reluctantly. 
Ihis  is  the  financial  feature.  You  know  that  no  publication  can  thrive 
successfully  if  the  advertisers  are  not  obtaining  the  results  anticipated.  In 
plain  Anglo-Saxon,  they  refuse  to  buy  space  unless  readers  show  some 
interest  m  their  announcements.  I  am  not  asking  you  to  patronize  those  who 
advertise;  I  will  leave  to  your  own  judgment,  but  permit  me  to  sav  that  if 
you  did,  it  would  not  only  be  an  encouragement  to  your  business  manager, 
but  It  would  not  be  long  before  Grange  News  would  cease  to  be  much  of  a 
liabit^'ty  of  State  Grange,  and  I  might  be  rash  enough  to  predict  that  a  little 
surplus  might  be  handed  to  Brother  Willits,  your  Stac-  Treasurer.  It  is  a 
rare  publication  which  can  survive  upon  the  receipts  obtained  from  adver- 
tising alone.*  Saturday  Evening  Post  (if  I  may  be  pardoned  for  again  al- 
luding to  this  magazine)  receives  the  enormous  sum  of  $20,000  per  issue  for 
a  two-page  spread.  Where  it  charges  S14  a  line  (14  linos  to  an  inch); 
Grange  News  has  more  or  less  trouble  to  induce  advertisers  to  pay  25c  per 
line.     Is  it  any  wonder  I  feel  gloomy. 

The  most  perplexing  feature  connected  with  the  conduct  of  Grange  News 
is  the  efl'ort  to  keep  the  mailing  list  up  to  date.  While  we  feel  that^its  con- 
aition  is  much  better  than  ever  before,  we  still  feel  that  it  would  be  difficult 
to  ever  make  it  complete.  We  all  make  mistakes  but  what  we  need  to  do 
is  to  minimize  these  as  much  as  possible.  This  can  be  accomplished  if  we 
buckle  down  to  the  job. 

I  sometimes  feel  it  my  duty  to  ask  our  readers  if  there  is  any  feature 
they  would  enjoy  seeing  added  in  the  make-up  of  Grange  News.  While  this 
does  not  exactly  come  within  my  province,  nevertheless  the  nature  of  the 
replies  would  be  interesting,  to  say  the  least.  It  has  frequently  occured  to 
me  that  some  mighty  valuable  suggestion  would  be  offered.  Some  that  would 
tickle  our  Editor  and  his  associates.  We  all  fall  into  ruts,  but  the  days  of 
innovation  are  here.     So  wake  up  and  throw  your  modesty  to  the  winds.

C.  H.  Dildine,  Juvenile  Deputies  spoke 
in  behalf  of  the  Juvenile  activities  and  immediately  thereafter  L.  Ruppin 
of  the  Finance  Committee  introduced  a  Resolution  for  immediate  adoption, 
authorizing  the  Executive  Committe  to  arrange  for  the  exemplification  of 
the  Juvenile  Ritualistic  w^ork  at  the  1929  session  of  the  State  Grange.  The 
Resolution  failed  of  passage. 


TUESDAY  EVENING 

Following  an  annual  custom  the  Home  Economics  Committe  had  a  part 
in  the  program  and  the  Tuesday  Evening  session  was  in  charge  of  Dr. 
Hannah  McK.  Lyons,  chairman  of  the  Home  Economics  Committee. 

The  value  and  importance  of  the  sale  of  Christmas  seals  was  stressed 
as  a  meeans  to  assist  in  the  extermination  of  tuberculosis,  in  the  first  part 
of  the  program.  "Happy"  Goldsmith  followed  in  a  health  talk  and  his  advise 
to  drink  more  milk  and  eat  more  butter  and  less  margarine  was  well  received. 

The  second  part  of  the  program  was  an  address  on  Taxation  by  Prof. 
F.  W.  Weaver  of  State  College,  who  has  made  extensive  studies  and  surveys 
in  this  subject  and  with  the  aid  of  charts,  important  Statistics  were  shown 
and  it  was  proven  that  the  farmers  represent  9^%  of  the  state's  population 
and  own  5%  of  the  assessed  property  and  receive  3^/^%  of  its  total  wage 
income  and  pay  5%  of  the  total  taxes.  According  to  figures  shown,  the 
state  is  paying  relatively  less  State  School  aid  now  than  in  1900  and  the 
conclusion  arrived  at  is  that  the  assessing  and  taxing  system  of  Pennsyl- 
vania is  in  need  of  revision.

The  second  day's  session  opened  at  9:30,  worthy  Master,  E.  B.  Dorsett, 
presiding.  Immediately  following  a  song  led  by  Bro.  Wm.  H.*  McCullough, 
the  state  Master  recognized  Past  Master  W.  F.  Hill  who  introduced  the 
following  amendment  for  immediate  adoption,  to  comply  with  Art.  IV,  Sect. 
II  Constitution  of  the  State  Grange. 

No  nominatmg  speech  shall  be  allowed  in  any  grange. 

But  in  the  election  of  officers  in  the  State,  Pomona  and  subordinate 
Granges  in  Pennsylvania  it  shall  be  permissible  for  a  member  to  present 
the  name  of  another  member  for  election  to  any  Grange  office,  together  with 
the  name  of  the  County  in  which  the  member  named  resides  and  the  name 
and  number  of  his  subordinate  Grange.  The  adoption  by  the  State  Grange 
followed.

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The  Annual  Memorial  Service  was  held  at  HA.  M.,  conducted  by  Past 
Master  W.  F.  Hill,  assisted  by  Rev.  Thomas  of  Mercer  County.  One  Past 
State  Officer  departed  this  life  since  the  last  meeting  and  tribute  was  paid 
to  the  memory  of  Carolyn  Dale,  Past  Flora  who  died  early  in  the  present 
year.  As  a  matter  of  record  we  note  the  following  concerning  Sister  Dale 
and  the  beautiful  and  impressive  ceremony  of  this  annual  Memorial  Service 
cannot  be  emphasized  too  strongly. 

Carolyn  S.  Dale,  prominent  citizen  of  State  College  died  at  her  home, 
State  College,  March  24,  1928,  after  a  brief  illness  which  her  many  friends 
felt  was  but  temnorary  and  would  not  prove  fatal. 

Deceased  was  a  daughter  of  Daniel  Summy  and  Carolyn  McBride  Summy 
and  was  born  at  Shiloh  in  College  Township,  Centre  County  on  the  sixteenth 
day  of  December,  1874  and  at  the  time  of  her  death  was  fifty-three  years 
three  months  and  eight  days  old. 

She  was  educated  in  the  common  schools  of  College  Township  and  con- 
tinued her  studies  at  Wilson  College  at  Chambersburg  where  she  formed 
many  and  lasting  friendships  and  where,  during  her  student  days,  as  well  as 
in  after  life  she  was  most  popular. 

On  the  eighteenth  day  of  December,  1894  she  was  united  in  marriage 
with  John  S.  Dale  at  the  Old  McBride  Homestead  at  Shiloh  by  the  late  Rev. 
George  W.  Lesher  of  Boalsburg.  To  this  Union  were  born  three  children, 
who  with  her  husband  survive  the  deceased,  Norman  Dale,  now  County  Farm 
Bureau  Agent  of  Susquehanna  County,  Pa.,  residing  at  Montrose,  Pa.,  Ed- 
win Dale  of  College  Township,  Centre  County,  who  resides  on  the  Branch 
Farm  adjacent  to  the  Centre  Hills  Country  Club,  and  Edith  Mildred  Lem- 
bach,  who  lives  in  Honesdale,  Wayne  County,  Pa.  Deceased  is  also  survived 
by  her  stepmother,  Mrs.  Daniel  Summy  of  Hyatsville,  Md.,  a  sister,  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Stoddard  at  Hyatsville,  Md.,  and  Mrs.  Edith  Jones  of  State 
College,  Pa. 

Mrs.  Dale  led  a  very  active  life.  For  eight  years  she  was  Flora  of  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Grange  and  while  serving  in  this  office  she  endeared 
herself  to  a  wide  circle  of  prominent  and  influential  people  throughout  the 
entire  State  of  Pennsylania  and  reflected  credit  upon  the  organization 
which  she  served  as  well  as  upon  the  County  of  her  birth. 

She  was  an  active  worker  in  the  Women's  Christian  Temperance  Union 
for  years  and  was  always  at  the  forefront  in  support  of  all  mortal  issues 
and  movements  for  Civic  betterment. 

Mrs.  Dale  was  an  active  member  of  the  Eastern  Star  being  affiliated 
with^  the  State  College  Chapter  in  which  she  held  an  important  office 
at  the  time  of  her  death.  As  was  her  wont  she  formed  many  close  friend- 
ships in  this  organization  and  lent  her  influence  to  the  advancement  of 
the  order. 

Politically  Mrs.  Dale  was  a  Republican  and  frequently  took  part  in 
political  activities  stressing  always  the  issues  which  she  believed  to  be 
for  the  betterment  of  society.  In  nineteen  twenty-five  she  was  elected  by 
the  people  of  State  College  Borough  to  the  office  of  Justice  of  the  Peace 
and  was  duly  commissioned  as  such  by  Governor  Gifford  Pinchot  on  the 
seventeenth  day  of  December,  1925  for  a  period  of  six  years.  As  a 
member  of  the  minor  judiciary  she  performed  her  duties  well  and  con- 
scientiously and  made  for  herself  the  record  of  being  one  of  the  most 
efficient  Justices  in  Centre  County. 

Socially  Mrs.  Dale  was  prominent  not  only  locally  but  throughout  the 
State.  Her  pleasing  personality  and  quick,  bright  mind  were  alert  for 
works  of  service  and  deeds  of  kindness. 
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This  was  evinced  by  the  splendid  efforts  she  put  forth  in  aiding  to  raise 
the  large  sum  needed  to  establish  and  erect  the  new  Grange  Memorial 
Dormitory  for  Girls  which  will  soon  grace  the  beautiful  Campus  of  Penn- 
sylvania State  College.  Her  whole  heart  and  soul  were  poured  into  this 
work  but  she  was  called  away  from  the  scenes  of  her  worldly  activities 
before  being  permitted  to  see  the  splendid  structure  which  her  untiring 
efforts  have  helped  to  make  possible. 

In  early  youth  Carolyn  Dale  affiliated  with  the  Shiloh  Lutheran  Church 
and  later  upon  moving  to  State  College  became  a  member  of  Grace  Lutheran 
Church  at  State  College.  In  church  affairs  she  always  took  a  deep  interest 
and  her  numerous  other  activities  in  the  social  and  business  world  detract- 
ed not  in  the  least  from  her  interest  in  the  welfare  of  her  church. 

Above  all  in  the  busy,  active  life  she  led,  Mrs.  Dale  loved  her  home  and 
her  little  family  circle  best.  She  was  a  devoted  wife  and  mother  and  her 
home  at  all  times  bespoke  the  tender  thought  and  loving  care  she  gave  to 
it.    Her  friends  and  her  children's  friends  always  found  a  welcome  there. 

The  community,  the  county  and  the  State  have  lost  a  valued  citizen, 
one  who  in  her  quiet,  unassuming  way  played  her  part  actuated  only  by  the 

noblest  motives. 

Mrs.  Dale  was  buried  at  the  Boalsburg  Cemetery  at  Boalsburg  in  Harris 
Township.     Funeral  services  being  held  at  her  late  home,  March  27th.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  AND  SANITATION  COMMITTEE 

Since  our  last  report  there  has  been  little  change  in  the  country  doctor 
situation,  except  that  it  is  growing  steadily  worse.  It  may  however  turn 
out  to  be  a  blessing  in  disguise  if  it  forces  us  to  a  deeper  study  of  sanitary 
and  food  problems  that  will  help  us  to  be  more  independent  of  the  profes- 
sional city  man. 

There  is  no  other  one  thing  that  has  the  influence  upon  our  lives  that 
does  the  disposition  of  the  wastes  from  our  bodies.  A  partial  survey  of  the 
situation  in  our  State  indicates  that  less  than  four  percent  of  the  better  farm 
homes  have  safe  sewage  disposal,  i.e.,  septic  tanks;  that  about  three  per- 
cent empty  into  flowing  streams;  about  eighteen  percent  have  cess-pools 
better  known  as  sumps  and  the  balance  garden  privies  grading  all  the  way 
from  very  good  to  very  very  bad.  There  is  no  excuse  for  the  latter  for 
It  the  vault  be  made  water  tight,  dark  and  fly-proof  it  costs  more  to  install 
than  a  modern  septic  tank  and  is  very  expensive  to  keen  clean.  The  cess- 
pool also  costs  as  much  as  a  septic  tank,  and,  must  be  frequently  cleaned 
unless  on  an  underground  stream  that  makes  it  a  danger  to  the  water 
supply  of  some  one  or  more  homes. 

Unfortunately  most  of  the  septic  tanks  that  have  been  advocated  are  so 
fearfully  and  wonderfully  made  that  few  farmers  would  undertake  the  task 
Nearly  twenty  years  ago  the  N.  Y.  State  Department  of  Agriculture  made 
a  study  of  the  subject  and  began  advocating  a  simple  box  of  one  chamber 
that  any  ordinary  man,  capable  of  caring  for  a  farm,  can  build.  Plans  were 
furnished  to  over  three  thousand  two  hundred  farms  in  that  state  and  a 
later  investigation  showed  that  an  average  of  eight  outfits  had  been  built 
for  each  plan  sent  out.  They  found  that  in  making  a  septic  tank  it  was 
necessary  to  make  a  home  for  the  development  and  multiplication  of  very 
mmute  seeds  found  in  the  wastes  of  the  bodies  of  human  beings;  which  in 
growmg  used  up  and  converted  all  animal  and  vegetable  matter  into  gasses 
and  liquids,  which  are  disposed  of  in  the  earth,  safely  and  effectively 

In  constructing  this  box  a  few  things  are  very  necessary.

vide  nine  cubic  feet  for  each  person  in  the  family. 
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The  location  may  be  anywhere  outside  the  cellar  wall,  where  suitable 
disposal  area  may  be  had.  The  pipe  carrying  the  sewage  to  the  tank  must 
have  tightly  cemented  j'oints  and  of  sufficient  fall  not  to  stop  up.  How  often 
vC^'ill  it  have  to  be  cleaned?  No  one  knows;  the  writer  has  had  one  of  his  own 
farm  that  was  built  thirty  years  ago;  was  never  cleaned  and  the  people  who 
are  now  using  it  never  knew  where  it  was  located.  Nothing  except  mineral 
matter  accumulates  in  the  tank  and  theoretically  would  fill  the  tank  in  about 
three  hundred  sixty  years.    You  can  let  the  other  fellow  clean  it. 

The  inlet  pipe  should  be  located  near  one  end  and  on  the  side  of  the  tank 
so  that  the  incoming  sewage  strikes  the  opposite  wall  and  is  thus  forced  to 
the  bottom  and  not  through  the  outlet  on  the  other  end.  The  outlet  should 
be  one  third  of  the  way  down  from  the  top  as  there  is  found  the  clearest 
liquids  in  the  tank.  It  should  then  rise  to  within  three  inches  of  the  top  of 
tank,  where  the  disposal  pipe  is  laid.  This  will  cause  the  tank  to  be  filled 
to  within  three  inches  of  the  top  at  all  times.  A  septic  tank  that  is  working 
properly  will  soon  have  a  thick  leathery  scum  on  its  top,  which  is  a  bronze 
greenish  color. 

MATERIAL  REQUIRED 

For  a  family  of  six  or  less,  eight  sacks  of  cement,  a  good  load  of  bank 
run  gravel,  a  load  of  cobble  stone,  four  inch  land  tile  for  the  disposal  pipe 
that  the  conditions  require,  four  inch  sewer  tile  to  reach  from  the  house  to 
the  tank,  fifty-four  feet  of  one  inch  boards,  that  are  twelve  feet  long  to  pre- 
vent waste,  four  two  by  four  scantling,  and  a  few  pieces  of  iron  or  old  pipe, 
to  re-inforce  the  cover. 


THE  CONSTRUCTION 

Dig  a  pit  7  feet  4  inches  long,  4  feet  4  inches  wide  and  4  inches  below 
where  the  bottom  of  the  tank  is  to  be;  cover  the  bottom  with  small  cobble- 
stones, not  over  3  inches  thick.  Mix  4  cubic  feet  of  gravel  with  a  half  sack 
of  cement,  rather  thin;  cover  the  bottom  all  over  evenly  and  let  stand  until 
the  following  day. 

Make  a  box  6  feet  long,  3  feet  wide  and  3  feet  deep,  without  a  bottom, 
and  in  such  a  manner  that  it  may  easily  be  taken  apart  from  the  inside,  when 
the  concrete  has  hardened  on  the  outside.  This  is  easily  done  by  nailing  the 
corner  cleats  from  the  inside,  with  the  nails  driven  only  partly  in,  so  that 
they  may  be  drawn  with  a  hammer. 

Place  the  box  in  position  in  the  pit,  8  inches  from  the  earth  wall  on  all 
sides,  and  put  a  layer  of  concrete  around  it,  mixed  in  the  proportion  of  about 
1  to  8.  Fill  in  with  stone  all  around,  as  many  as  can  be  used  without  touch- 
ing each  other  or  the  form,  thus  filling  up  to  within  eighteen  inches  of  the 
top.  Now  put  your  last  piece  of  sewer  tile  in  place,  with  the  small  end 
against  the  form,  then  fill  all  around  to  within  twelve  inches  of  the  top. 

Now  cut  a  piece  of  wood  4  inches  square  and  2  inches  thick  and  place 
with  the  flat  surface  next  the  form  and  one  edge  on  the  fresh  concrete  at 
center  of  outlet  end;  back  of  this  place  two  2x4  pieces,  each  about  eighteen 
inches  long,  placed  together  so  as  to  make  a  stick  4  inches  square,  as  shown 
in  cut,  and  fill  with  concrete  to  within  five  inches  of  the  top.  Then  place  a 
length  of  four-inch  land  tile  with  one  end  against  this  2x4,  and  fill  with 
concrete  to  the  top  of  the  form,  leveling  off  all  around.  After  it  stands  for 
an  hour  or  two,  remove  the  two  lengths  of  2  x  4  and  let  all  dry  over  night. 

In  the  morning,  carefully  remove  the  forms  and  plaster  the  inside  with 
a  rather  thin  coat  of  clear  cement  and  water,  finishing  with  a  whitewash 
brush  and  a  thin  mixture  of  cement  and  water.  Let  stand  for  a  day  and 
cut  four  pieces  of  scantling  2  feet  7  inches  long,  standing  one  in  each 
corner;  cut  two  other  pieces  6  feet  long  and  place  on  edge  on  the  corner  posts 
and  cover  all  over  with  the  end  boards  that  were  used  in  the  box  form.    This

makes  a  form  upon  which  to  lay  the  cover.  Cut  a  piece  of  the  scantling 
4  feet  4  inches  long  and  place  it  crosswise  2  feet  from  one  end  of  the  tank 
and  fill  in  with  concrete  on  the  long  end,  placing  iron  rods  or  pipe  about  a 
foot  apart  in  the  concrete.  Let  stand  over  night,  remove  the  2x4,  protect 
the  edge  of  the  cover  and  the  remaining  upper  edges  of  the  tank  with  paper 
to  keep  the  concrete  from  adhering,  and  make  the  balance  of  the  cover, 
being  careful  to  reinforce  well. 

Now  comes  the  very  particular  part  of  the  work — the  disposal  pipes. 
Dig  a  trench  12  inches  deep  (unless  you  wish  to  plow  deep  over  it  later  on, 
in  which  case  make  your  trench  14  inches  deep)  following  the  grade,  which  is 
not  to  exceed  a  sixteenth  of  an  inch  to  the  foot,  where  possible,  for  forty- 
eight  feet  in  loose  soil  to  one  hundred  fifty  in  hard  clay  soil.  If  the  soil  is  too 
hard  it  is  well  to  fill  this  trench,  after  the  pipe  is  laid,  with  gravel. 
Although  I  have  known  a  system  of  this  kind  to  give  good  results  in  the 
hardest  clay  I  ever  saw,  I  should  prefer  to  use  the  gravel.  Place  the  pipes 
end  to  end,  as  closely  together  as  possible,  covering  with  tar  paper  and  fill, 
placing  a  stone  over  the  end  of  the  last  tile.  After  about  five  to  seven  days, 
depending  upon  the  warmth  of  the  weather,  remove  the  short  end  of  the 
cover,  taking  off  the  boards,  remove  the  forms  from  the  inside,  cover  the 
tank,  attach  to  the  house  and  let  the  sewage  in  without  filling  with  water. 

j^ote  1. —  The  fear  of  freezing  has  caused  all  the  trouble  that  has  ever 
been  made  by  the  septic  tank.    It  does  not  freeze  when  installed  as  above. 

Note  2. — Do  not  put  pipes  in  disposal  area  more  than  a  foot  under- 
ground; if  you  do  they  will  fill  up  in  from  two  or  four  years. 

>Jote  3. — Do  not  put  a  ventilator  pipe  in  the  tank.  Ventilate  your  sewer 
near  the  house,  but  not  the  tank;  it  will  not  cause  back-pressure  if  the  dis- 
posal pipes  are  near  the  surface. 

Note  4. — Do  not  disinfect  the  tank;  the  usual  amount  of  disinfectants 
used  in  the  home  will  cause  no  trouble  when  diluted  with  all  the  sewage,  but 
the  tank  should  not  be  disinfected.

A  REPORT  OF  THE  KEYSTONE  GRANGE  EXCHANGE 

Harrisburg.  Pa. 
for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1928 

Again  we  are  pleased  to  bring  you  a  report  of  the  Keystone  Grange 
Exchange  for  the  year  of  1928  and  are  happy  in  the  fact  that  we  can  call 
it  successful.  With  the  exception  of  one  season  at  the  beginning,  the 
Exchange  has  had  sixteen  years  of  prosperity  for  this  is  our  sixteenth 
birthday. 

In  making  comparisons  from  year  to  year  we  find  some  commodities 
increasing  in  volume  while  others  decline  so  we  call  your  attention  to  some 
of  the  leading  ones. 

Grocery  account  shows  the  greatest  decline  this  year  and  we  attribute 
this  to  the  growth  of  the  chain  stores.  However,  there  are  lots  of  rural 
communities  where  they  do  not  have  the  chain  store  and  we  believe  we 
can  render  a  service  to  those  places. 
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Seed  account  shows  quite  a  slump  for  the  demand  for  grass  seed  was 
not  up  to  the  previous  season.  Coupled  with  this  situation  is  the  differ- 
ence in  price  of  Domestic,  or  home  grown  seed  and  the  Imported  seed. 
Many  farmers  buy  from  price  and  not  from  purity  and  origin. 

No  Silo  sales  have  been  reported  through  the  subordinate  granges  to 
us  and  the  Grange  Silo  Co.  fail  to  report  any  sales  to  Granger  Agents 
so  we  have  no  check  on  this  firm. 

Spraying  materials  win  the  banner  this  year  for  they  show  the  greatest 
percentage  of  increase.  They  have  almost  trebled  in  volume.  Having 
jumped  from  $5,802.64  to  $14,923.48  or  an  increase  of  257  per  cent. 

Fertilizers  are  next  on  the  improved  list.  They  show  an  increase  of 
more  than  $24,000  for  the  year  and  in  keeping  with  this  subject  is  an  increase 
in  refunds  for  we  have  returned  more  than  $17,000  to  those  who 
co-operated  with  us  on  this  subject.  Grangers  are  learning  that  our  refunds 
are  a  genuine  reality  for  they  do  profit  on  this  commodity. 
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BALANCE  SHEET,  NOVEMBER  30,  1928 
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Dr.  Charles  G.  Jordan,  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  Pennsylvania,  was 
introduced,  followed  the  above  reports  and  in  an  able  address  told  the  dele- 
gates what  the  Department  is  doing  to  help  the  farmer. 

He  said  the  Department  made  special  effort  to  fight  the  enemies  of  the 
bees;  they  have  cleaned  up  the  bees  in  thirteen  counties  and  will  go  out  to 
all  the  counties  of  the  Commonwealth  to  assist  the  beekeepers.  He  told  of 
the  work  done  to  prevent  the  seedsmen  from  selling  and  adulteration  of 
the  seeds.  They  have  done  great  work  to  clean  up  the  com  borer  and  are 
at  present  making  a  study  and  inspection  in  many  parts  •of  the  state.  The 
Department  is  helpiing  the  farmers  in  spraying  the  fruit  trees  and  vege- 
tables against  the  many  diseases  and  pests.  In  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis 
among  cattle  they  are  doing  a  work  that  will  not  end  until  all  cattle  are  free 
of  the  disease.  In  the  Dog  Law  they  have  succeeded  in  saving  25,000  sheep 
a  year,  by  the  enforcement  of  the  law  against  rabies  and  other  dog  de- 
structions. Dr.  Jordan  told  of  the  contemplated  new  buildings  to  be  erected 
to  house  the  Farm  Show  at  Harrisburg  and  the  support  Governor  Fisher 
is  rendering  all  departments  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  entire  address 
proved  to  the  delegates  that  the  Grangers  have  a  friend  in  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  to  assist  them  in  every  way.

REPORT  OF  WORTHY  POMONA

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REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Your  Executive  Committee  wishes  to  submit  the  following  report: 

The  first  meeting  of  the  year  was  held  January  16,  1928,  at  Grange 
Headquarters  at  Harrisburg.  Upon  proper  resolution  it  was  agreed  to  con- 
tinue to  pay  $20.,  per  Grange  for  New  Organizations  and  $10.,  for  re-or- 
ganizing of  a  Grange,  if  a  membership  of  twenty  be  secured. 

The  plan  of  the  Home  Economics  Committee  to  have  the  plates  pre- 
served for  the  proposed  copyright  for  the  Cook  Book  was  approved. 

A  resolution  was  passed  agreeing  to  pay  $5.,  for  the  organization  of 
Juvenile  Granges  with  not  less  than  fifteen  members. 

Upon  motion  of  Bros.  Bagshaw  and  Fullerton  it  was  agreed  to  pay  $400., 
towards  the  expenses  of  the  Joint  Rural  Electrification  Committee. 

The  Worthy  Master  of  the  State  Grange  was  delegated  to  investigate 
the  financial  condition  of  the  National  Board  of  Farm  Organizations  and 
report  his  findings  to  the  Executive  Committee,  as  the  National  Grange 
was  to  be  held  in  Washington,  D.  C. 

The  privilege  to  confer  the  Sixth  Degree  where  200  candidates  were 
guaranteed  was  again  agreed  upon. 

Invitations  to  hold  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  State  Grange  for  1928 
were  received  from  the  cities  of  Williamsport,  Uniontown,  and  Pottsville, 
and  others,  and  on  May  7  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Worthy  Master 
visited  these  cities  and  upon  investigation  of  facilities,  etc.  to  entertain  the 
meetmg,  it  was  agreed  to  hold  the  fifty-sixth  annual  session  at  Williamsnort 
Dec.  11-13,  1928.  ' 

On  June  14,  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  held  at  State  College 
and  m  answer  to  the  inquiry  from  State  College  as  to  the  time  when  the 
amount  of  $100,000.,  will  be  raised  by  the  State  Grange.  Your  Committee 
replied  to  H.  D.  Hetzel,  President  of  the  College,  as  follows:  At  a  meeting 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  held  on  the 
above  date,  the  detailed  account  of  the  Dormitory  Fund  was  canvassed  and 
we  find  the  amount  of  $83,000.,  cash  on  hand  and  $11,000.,  bona  fide  pledges 
or  a  total  of  $94,000.  From  the  increased  interest  in  the  behalf  of  this  Fund' 
we  have  no  doubt  that  the  entire  amount  of  $100,000.,  will  be  raised  and 
paid  into  the  College  Treasury  on  or  before  January  1,  1929.  It  was  also 
agreed  that  the  1928  Leadership  Conference  be  held  at  Center  Hall  under 
the  same  contract  that  existed  between  the  Encampment  and  the  State 
Grange  in  1927. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  August  14,  the  Worthy  Master  was 
authorized  to  meet  and  arrange  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  National 
Board  of  Farm  Organizations  who  reside  in  Pennsylvania  with  the  Exe- 
cutive Committee. 

On  October  9  your  Committee  met  at  Williamsport  to  make  final  ar- 
rangements for  the  State  Meeting  and  the  Lycoming  Hotel  was  designated 
as  Headquarters  for  the  meeting  and  the  Worthy  Master  was  authorized 
to  arrange  the  program.

Degree — with  351  new  members  taking  Degree  of  Nora.  As  the  Juvenile 
Granges  are  advancing  quite  rapidly,  we  concur  with  the  Worthy  Master's 
suggestion  as  to  the  selection  of  a  suitable  Matron  or  Patron.  We  rejoice 
that  the  Girls  Dormitory  project  that  was  launched  at  State  Grange  at 
Williamsport  six  years  ago  is  now  nearly  completed  and  work  on  construc- 
tion at  State  College  has  begun.  The  suggestion  that  our  young  people 
of  the  Grange  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  take  Life  Insurance 
policies  with  the  Farmers  and  Traders  Insurance  Company  meets  with  the 
approval  of  the  committee.  The  recommendations  of  the  Worthy  Master  on 
Taxation  and  Farm  Legislation  should  be  of  vital  concern  to  all  the  members 
of  the  Order. 

We  concur  with  our  Worthy  Master  that  the  Constitution  be  obeyed 
and  the  law  enforced,  especially  the  enforcement  of  the  Eighteenth  Amend- 
ment. In  conclusion  we  recommend  that  the  spirit  of  Fraternalism  must  be 
maintained  in  our  great  organization,  that  originated  and  has  prospered  in 
our  Order  these  many  years.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  AGRICULTURE 

What  is  the  matter  with  the  American  farmer?  Many  who  know  little 
of  agriculture  are  ready  to  tell  him.  He  works  too  hard  they  say.  He 
doesn't  work  enough.  He  does  as  his  grandfathers  did.  He  doesn't  use  im- 
proved machinery.  He  doesn't  properly  house  his  machinery.  He  doesn't 
use  business  methods.  He  doesn't  keep  accounts.  He  doesn't  know  whether 
he  is  making  or  losing,  nor  where.  He  doesn't  diversify  enough.  He  doesn't 
specialize.  He  doesn't  follow  the  advice  of  the  Agriculture  colleges  and 
county  agents.  He  doesn't  co-operate.  He  doesn't  organize,  and  so  on  and 
on.     Is  it  any  wonder  that  he  fails? 

What  is  the  mission  of  the  American  farmer?  Is  it  to  feed  the 
American  people,  as  we  are  so  often  told?  This  does  not  forcibly  impress 
the  average  city  consumer.  He  observes  no  scarcity  of  food;  the  markets 
are  well  supplied.  His  chief  concern  is  with  the  price  which  he  must  pay. 
Perhaps  we  are  wasting  too  much  energy  in  stressing  this  phase  of  our 
calling.  It  must  ever  be  the  leading  feature  of  farm  activities,  but  under 
present  conditions  may  it  not  well  be  left  in  large  measure  to  the  "Hewers 
of  wood  and  drawers  of  water"  of  farm  life?  The  more  intelligent  and 
progressive  portion  of  the  farm  public  may  well  concern  itself  with  those 
things  demanding  more  thought  and  greater  skill.  It  is  here  that  we  may 
expect   to   find    the   advance   guard    in    plant   and   animal   breeding,    m   the 
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production  of  specialized  types  of  farm  and  kindred  products,  such  as  fine 
fruits,  flowers  and  other  luxuries.  These  often  meet  a  more  active  demand 
than  the  staple  food  products  of  the  farm. 

Statistics  tell  us  that  the  American  farmer  receives  approximately  seven 
and  one-half  billion  dollars  annually  for  the  products  of  the  farm.  The 
consumer  pays  twenty-two  and  one-half  billion  dollars  for  these  same  pro- 
ducts. Fifteen  billion  dollars,  twice  as  much  as  the  farmer  receives,  are 
added  to  the  price  before  the  consumer  pays  for  them.  Nineteen  million 
people  are  trafficking  in  the  things  produced  by  thirty-five  million  farmers. 
Does  not  reason  indicate  that  here,  rather  than  in  increased  and  lower  cost 
production,  which  we  have  been  wont  to  stress  so  strongly,  lies  the  most 
vulnerable  point  of  attack  for  the  improvement  of  the  economic  condition 
of  both  producer  and  consumer.  One  handler,  with  an  extra  million  and  a 
half  for  good  count,  to  each  tw^o  producers,  seems  too  many.  Likewise  two 
dollars  added  to  the  consumer's  price  for  each  dollar  that  we  receive  seems 
too  much.  We  must  not  forget  that  this  distribution  cost  is  bound  to  be 
heavy  under  the  best  of  conditions,  but  that  it  should  be  done  as  efficiently 
as  possible  is  of  equal  importance  to  both  producer  and  consumer. 

We  are  quick  to  say  that  there  are  too  many  handlers  of  our  products. 
Has  it  occurred  to  us  that  there  may  be  too  many  of  us?  We  are  wont  to 
look  with  concern  on  abandoned  farms  and  farm  homes,  and  the  exodus  of 
our  young  people  from  those  homes  to  the  city.  We  regret  the  decrease  in 
population  so  common  in  our  rural  communities.  Abandoned  farms  are 
usually  those  so  lacking  in  fertility  that  they  are  no  longer  worth  tilling. 
Abandoned  homes  are  commonly  the  result  of  larger  holdings,  improved 
methods  and  larger  acreage  under  one  management.  This  is  the  natural 
result  of  decreasing  land  costs  and  increasing  labor  costs,  hence  only  good 
business  in  most  cases.  Our  young  people  often  leave  because  there  is  no 
longer  room  for  them  at  home.  Farm  population  decreases  because  less 
workers  are  needed.  With  a  state  of  equilibrium  reached,  more  than  two 
children  to  each  home  means  a  surplus  for  future  needs,  hence  the  others 
go  elsewhere. 

Efficiency  is  heralded  as  the  watchword  of  success  in  all  fields  of  life, 
but  we  never  find  a  single  panacea  for  all  the  ills  we  meet.  The  farm  prob- 
lem is  but  one  phase  of  the  economic  problem  facing  our  nation.  We  see 
the  farm  phase  most  plainly  but  it  may  be  no  more  acute  than  others.  A 
manufacturer  in  a  recent  magazine  article  says  that  his  town  has  too 
many  merchants,  banks,  newspapers,  garages,  etc.,  and  far  too  many 
unemployed.  It  is  therefore  unsurpassed  for  a  manufacturing  location, 
because  labor  is  available  at  very  low  wages.  Yet  it  has  seemed  necessary 
to  continually  lower  costs.  Three  years  ago  it  required  forty  minutes  of 
pay-roll  labor  to  produce  a  unit  of  goods.  The  year  following  it  was  reduced 
to  thirty  minutes,  and  last  year  to  twenty  and  one-half  minutes,  without 
reducing  wages  or  the  number  employed.  This  throws  an  added  burden 
on  the  sales  department,  with  the  result  that  it  now  costs  nearly  twice 
as  much  to  sell  the  goods  as  it  does  to  produce  them.  He  further  adds  that 
if  their  factory  employees  would  work  for  nothing  the  saving  would  not  be 
enough  to  put  the  company  into  the  dividend  paying  class,  just  because  it 
costs  too  much  to  sell  goods.  He  also  says  that  manufacturers  in  other  Hnes 
tell  the  same  story. 

The  farm  is  experiencing  a  similar  situation.  A  marvelous  increase 
in  the  output  per  man  has  taken  place  on  the  farm  since  the  days  of  the 
cradle  and  the  scythe.  When  hunger  is  appeased  more  is  superfluous.  Re- 
sults to  the  producer  are  inevitable.  The  farm,  as  well  as  the  mart  and 
the  factory,  is  suffering  from  too  much  man  power  and  too  much  production. 
Furthermore,  the  farm  meets  an  added  burden  from  the  fact  that  its 
output  is  so  influenced  by  factors  beyond  the  farmer's  control  that  he  is 
unable  to  foretell  the  outcome  of  his  efforts. 
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Efficiency  is  bringing  its  evils  as  well  as  its  blessings.  The  farms 
and  the  factories  of  our  land  are  producing  more  food  and  more  things  than 
the  people  will  buy,  despite  their  inclination  to  buy  unwisely.  All  sorts  of 
methods  are  employed  to  induce  people  to  take  things  they  do  not  need  nor 
even  want.  The  sooner  we  realize  the  bigness  of  the  problem  and  its  far 
reaching  effects,  the  sooner  are  we  likely  to  discover  means  of  bettering  the 
situation. 

Women  in  large  numbers  are  already  in  the  income  earning  class.  This, 
coupled  with  mounting  living  costs,  is  making  it  more  and  more  dif- 
ficult for  men  to  earn  sufficient  to  establish  and  maintain  homes.  More 
men  and  women  remain  unmarried,  homes  decrease,  likewise  market  demands, 
and  divorce  restraints  may  be  lowered. 

The  problem  is  too  big  to  be  solved  by  any  one  group  or  class.  Our 
whole  industrial  system  has  become  top-heavy.  It  should  be  solved  in  the 
spirit  of  brotherhood  and  good  will,  not  in  the  spirit  of  class  rivalry.  The 
Grange  should  stand  ready  both  to  lend  and  to  seek  a  helping  hand  among 
all  other  lines  of  life  and  industry.  Selfish  motives  should  find  no  place  in 
its  program.     The  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number  should  ever  be  its 

goal. 

How  shall  the  problem  be  met  on  the  individual  farm  and  in  the  individ- 
ual farm  home?  Each  farm  and  farm  home  must  meet  it  according  to  its 
own  needs  and  surroundings.  For  the  young,  the  energetic,  and  the  thought- 
ful, it  may  be  in  the  line  of  greater  efficiency  in  staple,  well-tried  lines,  or  in 
catching  the  opportunity  for  some  specialty  which  the  situation  or  the  taste 
of  the  owner  may  warrant.  For  those  of  us  whose  day  is  waning  toward 
evening,  and  who  can  no  longer  look  forward  to  the  building  of  a  larger 
business  undertaking,  it  may  be  in  lines  such  as  sheep  husbandry  or  the 
growing  of  beef  cattle,  which  call  for  more  land  and  less  labor. 

But  let  us  again  repeat  the  question,  is  the  production  of  farm  crops 
the  chief  mission  of  the  farm?  Important  as  this  may  be,  there  is  a  higher 
calling  in  the  world's  need  for  the  leaders  of  men.  The  farm  home  with  the 
early  acceptance  and  discharge  of  responsibility  placed  upon  the  child  of  that 
home,  affords  a  training  that  is  unsurpassed  as  a  preparation  for  any  walk 

of  life. 

Leaders  are  needed  in  the  farm  community.  No  young  man  or  woman 
who  loves  the  farm  and  the  farm  home,  or  whom  duty  may  call  to  that 
place,  need  feel  that  opportunities  for  usefulness  and  service  which  count, 
are  to  be  lost  by  remaining  there.  Good  farmers  are  needed  to  demonstrate 
farm  possibilities  everywhere.  Good  home-makers  are  even  more  needed  to 
afford  an  example  of  the  highest  ideals  of  the  American  farm  home.  Leaders 
are  needed  in  guiding  and  developing  a  satisfying,  enjoyable  and  wholesome 
community  life.  Opportunities  are  everywhere;  only  the  ability  to  see  and 
the  will  to  embrace  them  are  needed. 

Leaders  are  needed  in  the  political  field,  men  who  can  champion  the 
cause  of  agriculture  in  state  and  nation,  men  who  are  true  to  the  principles 
of  integrity  and  honor  which  the  farm  home  ought  to  instill.  Women  are 
needed  who  will  make  their  influence  felt  in  the  home,  at  the  polls,  and  in 
the  halls  of  legislation,  in  their  demands  for  higher  ideals  in  public  life. 
Their  influence  is  likewise  needed  in  the  field  of  education,  helping  to  secure 
for  the  child  the  kind  of  training  which  shall  not  only  give  him  the  imple- 
ments with  which  to  build  an  educational  structure,  but  which  shall  also 
instill  in  his  mind  and  heart  the  things  which  make  life  better  worth  the 
living. 

Leaders  are  needed  also  in  the  financial  world.  The  power  of  money, 
which  someone  has  characterized  as  "The  Imperialism  of  the  Dollar",  plays 
an  important  part  in  our  modern  life.  We  are  quick  to  condemn  its  rule, 
but  whether  or  not  we  should  do  so  depends  upon  the  point  of  view  of  the 
one  who  guides  and  directs  that  power.     It  may  be  as  readily  directed  to 
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beneficent  as  to  sinister  or  selfish  ends.  Should  we  not  rather  accept  the 
situation  as  it  exists,  and  exert  our  efforts  in  the  training  of  the  young 
people  in  our  homes,  some  of  whom  in  future  years  will  be  wielding  that 
power,  so  that  it  shall  be  used  for  wise  and  noble  ends?  How  better  can 
we  hope  to  render  lasting  service  to  those  who  come  after  us? 

One  of  the  hard  situations  in  life  for  parents  to  meet  is  to  acknowledge 
that  our  children  should  be  allowed  to  dream  their  own  dreams  and  paint 
their  own  visions.  We  long  to  keep  them  about  us,  to  see  them  follow  the 
course  which  seems  wisest  and  best  to  us.  Age  looks  toward  the  beauty  and 
serenity  of  the  setting  sun,  but  youth  is  captured  by  the  glory  Qf  the  morn- 
ing. Mistakes  it  will  make,  but  seldom  so  serious  as  that  of  the  parent 
who  insists  in  directing  its  course  along  lines  which  make  no  appeal,  and 
which  may  even  repel. 

Broad  acres,  fine  homes,  and  what  we  commonly  call  the  good  things 
of  life,  are  all  well  and  good,  but  they  in  no  way  insure  satisfaction  and 
happiness.  May  we  not  well  slacken  our  pace,  produce  a  little  less,  harvest 
a  few  less  dollars,  and  build  for  ourselves  and  our  children  a  better  home 
life,  garnering  a  fuller  harvest  of  love,  of  higher  ideals  and  of  nobler  pur- 
poses? Years  fly  swiftly.  All  too  soon  will  the  children  of  our  homes  be 
guiding  the  farms,  the  factories,  the  marts  of  trade,  the  financial  centers, 
and  the  policies  of  state  and  nation.  How  better  can  we  hasten  the  coming 
of  a  brighter  day  than  by  sending  forth  sons  and  daughters  with  high  and 
noble  ideals,  grounded  in  sterling  principles  of  integrity  and  honor?

RESOLUTION  NO.  1     TAX  ON  FARM  TRACTORS 

Woodside,  Pa.,  12-5-1928. 

WHEREAS;  The  burden  of  taxation  on  the  farmer  has  been  lightened 
by  the  exemption  of  animals,  both  horses  and  cows,  from  taxes,  and 

WHEREAS:  Farm  tractors  have  to  some  extent  taken  the  place  of 
farm  horses,  and 

WHEREAS:  Tractors  are  subject  to  assessment  and  taxation  thereby 
increasing  the  already  unduly  large  taxes  paid  by  farmers,  and 

WHEREAS:  It  is  no  more  reasonable  to  tax  the  machinery  used  by 
the  farmer  than  it  is  to  tax  the  machinery  in  other  industries,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED:  That  our  State  Grange  be  petitioned  to  use  its  influence 
with  the  forthcoming  State  Legislature  for  the  repeal  of  the  statute  which 
makes  farm  tractors  taxable,  and  be  it 

RESOLVED:  That  copies  be  sent  to  State  Grange  and  to  our  Legis- 
lators at  Harrisburg.

We  also  find  that  Pennsylvania  is  one  of  two 
states  in  the  union  that  collect  a  tax  on  gasoline  used  on  motors,  not 
operated  on  the  highways  of  the  state, 
recommend  to  this  State  Grange  that  this 
used  entirely  on  the  farm.

If  you  Ijave  overlooked 
your  contribution  and  want  to  be  counted  as  helping  with  the  Memorial- 
Mrs.  W.  Craig  Lee,  42  East  Wheeling  St.,  Washington,  Pa.,  the  very  capable 
care-taker  of  this  fund  is  still  receiving  gifts.

The  Summer  Round-up  of  the  Department  of  Health,  under  the  dn^^ction 
of  Dr.  Mary  Riggs  Noble,  Child  Hygiene  Department,  was  aided  and  interest 
increased  in  many  sections  by  the  Granges.  Each  month  the  itinerary  o^^the 
State  Health  Cars  was  sent  to  the  Pomona  Masters  in  the  counties  where 
the  cars  would  operate  that  month.  This  interest  was  well  shown  in  Butler 
County  when  Pomona  Master  Miller  wrote  ''our  Grange  hall  was  used  for 
The  eiL^ning  room,  and  the  interest  was  so  fine  that  more  parents  came 
with  children  than  could  be  cared  for  in  the  time  allotted  to  this  place 
Mercer  County  Pomona,  Mrs.  C.  M.  Davidson,  perhaps  leads  in  this  Better 
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Babies  work,  demonstrating  that  which  can  be  done  by  cooperation  with  other 
organizations. 

We  hope  you  enjoyed  the  program  Tuesday  evening  and  that  you  will 
be  able  to  go  home  and  use  the  Tableaux  and  Songs  for  one  of  your  meetings 
when  an  extra  program  is  needed.  You  have  already  given  proof  that 
you  not  only  enjoyed  the  unique  message  of  Prof.  Happy  Goldsmith,  **Barn- 
yard  Golf,"  but  that  you  are  going  home  to  pass  it  on  for  the  information 
of  those  who  could  not  be  there.  We  want  to  thank,  at  this  time,  Kline 
Bros,  of  WMlliamsport,  who  so  generously  loaned  and  helped  us  with  a  few 
of  the  properties;  and  suggest  that  you  visit  their  fine  store  when  looking 
for  Christmas  gifts  you  plan  to  take  home.  Also  thank  the  Junior  High 
School  student  who  gave  the  tableau  "The  Barefoot  Boy"  and  all  our  own 
delegates  who  sang  or  made  the  tableaux  a  success. 

Recommendations : 

That  especially  we  build  well  our  own  Subordinate  Grange,  taking  as 
our  motto  the  saying  of  Wm.  Penn,  "Patience  and  diligence,  like  faith, 
removes  mountains." 

That  the  Grange  Register  carry  the  names  of  each  Juvenile  matron  and 
secretary.

That  every  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Grange  as  far  as  possible,  appoint 
a  Home  Economics  Committee;  that  will  aid  the  Lecturer  in  planning  a 
definite  Home  Economics  program  at  least  three  times  during  the  year 
and  one  definite  community  service. 

That  you  go  home  to  use  more  Seals  than  ever  before;  you  enjoyed  the 
playlet  by  the  Lycoming  County  Tuberculosis  Society;  let  us  help  make  the 
newsboy's  wish  come  true  speedily. 

That  you  study  the  value  of  "Periodic  Health  Examinations"  for  your 
March  and  April  meetings.  April  is  "Early  Diagnosis  Month";  aid  in  edu- 
cating your  community  to  its  value. 

That  we  fill  our  Grange  programs  the  coming  year  so  full  of  fine  things 
that  there  will  be  no  place  for  the  risque  joke  or  story.  There  is  nothing 
so  emphatic,  so  inspiring  as  clean,  plain  language. 

That  in  the  coming  appropriation  for  State  College  we  urge  and  work 
that  there  be  a  definite  understanding  that  a  part  must  be  used  for  a  Home 
Economics  Building.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  the  Committee  on  Juvenile  Granges  submits  the 

following  report. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  both  profit  and  growth  to  the  youngest  branch 

of  our  honorable  order.     Twelve  new  Granges  have  been  organized,  making 

now  a  total  of  106  Juvenile  Granges  in  the  State,  with  only  41  reporting. 


Although  this  is  a  good  advance  in  new  Granges  for  a  year  still  we  feel 
there  are  many  sections  of  our  State  where  more  could  be  organized  and 

^^^^Thr  Juvenile  Grange  is  to  the  Subordinate  Grange  what  the  Sunday 
qrhool  is  to  the  church.  We  are  taught  in  the  Good  Book,  "Train  up  a  child 
fn  the  way  he  should  go  and  when  he  becomes  a  man  he  will  not  depart  from 
it."  Surely  this  is  true  in  Grange  work;  lessons  and  impressions  learned  m 
childhood  bear  fruit  in  after  years. 

Let    us    mention    a    few    things    necessary    to    organize    and    carry    on 

successfully  a  Juvenile  Grange.  i.  r       j  i/. 

First:     There  must  be  at  least  13  children  between  the  ages  of  5  and  16 

vears  of  age,  4  of  whom  shall  be  girls. 

Second:     A  suitable  place  in  which  to  hold  the  meetings. 

Third:    Proper  material  to  work  with.  ,  ,,  ,  t^  ^ 

Fourth-  Last,  but  by  no  means  the  least,  a  good  Matron  or  Patron. 
This  does  not  mean  necessarily  a  woman  but  a  patron  who  likes  and  under- 
stands children  and  is  not  afraid  to  give  of  their  time  and  energy.  Juveniles 
like  to  have  things  done  at  the  proper  time  and  in  the  correct  way.  They 
are  proud  to  keep  the  secrets  and  all  members  of  the  Subordinate  Grange 
should  at  all  times  respect  their  rights. 

Perhaps  the  lack  of  recognization  by  the  older  and  higher  branches  of 
our  order   has  caused  the  death  of  more  than  one  Juvenile. 

The  Subordinate  Grange  can  lend  encouragement  of  the  exchange 
to  evenincT  programs  or  refreshments.  .     j  u     ^.u^ 

The  committee  is  glad  to  note  the  Juvenile  Grange  is  recognized  by  the 
State  and  Pomona  Granges  in  that  two  State  Deputies  have  been  appointed. 
We  suggest  that  they  in  turn  appoint  as  many  assistants  as  shall  be  found

Insurance  and  Patrons  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  ompany  of  North  Western 
Pennsylvania,  with  $18,614,871.,  and  $19,823,729.,  respectively  in  force  have 
proven  very  conclusively  that  they  are  absolutely  prepared  to  take  care  of 
every  need  of  their  patrons  as  far  as  fire  insurance  is  concerned. 

The  Grange  Mutual  Casualty  Insurance  Company  functioned  long 
enough  to  demonstrate  beyond  question  the  real  value  of  the  co-operative 
opportunity  presented  to  our  members  and  then  ceased  to  do  business 
for  us  simply  because  we  as  an  organization  failed  to  grasp  the  opportuni- 
ties presented  to  us. 

We  have  in  the  Automobile  Insurance  field  another  instance  where  co- 
operation might  have  meant  great  benefit  to  the  members  of  our  order. 

But  we  believe  more  obvious  than  anything  before  mentioned  are  the  op- 
portunities presented  to  us  by  Farmers  and  Traders  Life  Insurance  Company 
of  Syracuse,  New  York. 

There  is  as  many  of  you  know  a  contract  existing  at  the  present  time 
between  that  Company  and  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  whereby  2  per 
cent  of  the  renewal  premiums  on  policies  of  Life  Insurance  written  on 
Members  of  our  Organization  from  second  to  tenth  year,  are  paid  into  the 
Treasury  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange. 

The  income  derived  from  this  one  source  alone  by  State  Grange  last 
year  according  to  report  of  our  Worthy  Secretary,  was  about  $2,300.  The 
year  before  wa§  still  higher  than  that.  As  was  stated  in  our  Worthy 
Masters  Address — If  all  the  Insurance  carried  by  our  own  members  in  this 
State  was  carried  in  our  own  Company  under  the  terms  of  this  contract 
the  total  income  each  year  would  pay  all  expenses  of  our  State  Grange 
Meeting.

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REPORT  OF  LEGISLATIVE  COMMITTEE 

As  we  face  the  legislative  work  of  another  year  be  believe  that  we  can 
look  forward  with  a  degree  of  hopeful  expectancy.  There  probably  never 
was  a  period  in  the  history  of  America  which  seemed  so  opportune  for  se- 
curing the  enactment  of  legislation  favorable  to  rural  interests  as  the 
present.  Certainly  not  in  many  years  have  industrial  and  economic  affairs 
of  this  country  been  such  as  to  demand  the  establishment  of  a  sound, 
intelligent  and  effective  agricultural  program.  Upon  every  hand,  among 
every  group  and  class  of  people  in  America,  there  seems  to  be  today,  a 
general  awakening  to  the  fact  that  agriculture  is  basic,  and  that  if  we  are 
long  to  endure  as  a  prosperous  America;  we  must  have  a  prosperous 
agriculture.  Evidenced  in  a  myriad  of  ways  do  we  find  the  general  belief 
on  the  part  of  the  American  Public,  that  the  agricultural  industry  is  sorely 
in  need  of  enabling  legislation,  that  will  at  once  stabilize  the  industry  as 
well  as  to  raise  agriculture  to  a  plane  that  shall  place  it  on  a  par  with  the 
other  great  industries  of  our  Country.  Legislation  that  will  wipe  out  the 
present  apparant  disparities  and  economic  injustices  surrounding  our  indus- 
try. Conscious  of  the  above  named  favorable  circumstances  and  prompted 
only  by  a  desire  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  rural  Pennsylvania;  your 
Legislative  Committee  submits  for  your  consideration  the  following  legis- 
lative recommendations, 

NATIONAL  AFFAIRS 

We  demand  a  revision  of  the  tariff  schedules  so  as  to  afford  to  the 
agricultural  products  of  America  a  degree  of  protection  commensurate  with 
the  needs  of  the  industry.  We  concur  in  the  declaration  of  the  National 
Grange:  "i.e.  Hold  the  American  markets  for  American  producers".  The 
establishment  of  a  flexible  system  of  Export  Debentures  as  a  means  of 
alleviating  the  depression  in  many  farm  staples;  the  curtailment  of  any 
further  reclamation,  irrigation,  drainage  or  colonization  projects  until  such 
a  time  as  there  is  need  of  increased  production  of  agricultural  products; 
Creation  of  a  Federal  Farm  Board  to  assist  in  establishing  a  system  of  co- 
operative marketing  and  in  the  establishment  of  stabilizing  agencies.  This 
board  to  be  made  up  of  able  men,  experienced  in  the  marketing  of  farm 
products  and  who  are  familiar  and  in  sympathy  with  the  farm  needs 
of  the  Country. 

Operation  of  Muscle  Shoals  for  the  fixation  of  atmospheric  nitrogen  and 
the  manufacture  of  high  grade  fertilizers  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 
We  favor  the  operation  of  Muscle  Shoals  by  private  interests,  but  if  a 
favorable  lease  cannot  be  secured,  then  we  in  conjunction  with  the  National 
Grange,  demand  its  operation  by  the  Government. 

A  continuance  of  the  Federal  Road  building  program,  which  shall  carry 
with  it  adequate  appropriations  for  farm  to  market  roads  as  well  as  for 
rural  delivery  routes. 

STATE  AFFAIRS 

Deploring  the  fact  that  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  there  exists  a  sys- 
tem of  taxation,  whereby  certain  predatory  interests  are  enabled  to  escape 
from  the  payment  of  their  proportionate  share  of  the  cost  of  government. 
And  as  a  means  of  relieving  the  real  estate  owners  of  this  Commonwealth  of 
the  unjust  and  unusually  heavy  tax  imposed  upon  them,  we  again  reiterate 
our  demand  for  the  enactment  of  a  tax  law,  taxing  the  capital  stock  of 
Manufacturing  Corporations  of  Pennsylvania.  Realizing  that  v^ith  the 
mounting  costs  in  the  administration  of  school  affairs,  that  it  is,  with  each 
succeeding  year,  becoming  more  difficult  for  local  school  units  to  meet  the 
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financial  obligations  made  necessary  in  maintaining  the  present  school 
standards,  which  are  imposed  by  the  State  Department  of  Education.  And 
realizing  further  that  the  greater  percentage  of  the  boys  and  girls  who  are 
educated  in  the  rural  schools,  eventually  wend  their  way  into  the  urban 
centers,  where  they  add  to  the  efficiency  of  industry  and  contribute  to  a 
higher  standard  of  urban  life.  We  therefore  believe  that  we  are  entirely 
justified  in  demanding  from  the  state,  larger  appropriations  for  the  third 
and  fourth  class  school  districts. 

With  a  great  and  far-reaching  system  of  highway  trunk  lines,  traversing 
practically  every  section  of  our  state;  we  believe  that  the  time  has  come 
when  more  attention  should  be  paid  to  the  Township  roads,  thus  assisting 
the  Pennsylvania  farmers  to  pull  themselves  out  of  the  mud. 

TO  THE  LEGISLATURE 

We  therefore  recommend  that  one  cent  of  the  state  gasoline  tax  shall 
be  appropriated  for  State  Township  Reward. 

We  favor  the  appropriation  of  funds  sufficiently  large  to  enable  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  to  continue  in  its  commendable  fight  for  the  eradica- 
tion of  bovine  tuberculosis  as  well  as  in  its  fight  against  the  spread  of  the 
European  Corn  Borer,  Japanese  Beetle  and  other  insect  pests.  We  again 
reaffirm  our  belief  in  and  pledge  our  support  to  the  prohibition  laws  of  the 
country  and  favor  the  enactment  of  drastic  temperance  laws  that  will  make 
the  eighteenth  amendment  and  the  Volstead  Law  a  reality  in  every  sense 
of  the  word  here  in  Pennsylvania. 

NATIONAL  BOARD  OF  FARM  ORGANIZATIONS 

Appreciating  to  the  fullest  degree,  the  noble  and  praiseworthy  motives 
mcident  to  the  organization  of  The  National  Board  of  Farm  Organizations 
and  the  purchase  of  the  Temple  of  Agriculture  at  Washington  and  glorying 
m  our  past  friendly  and  cordial  relations  with  this  organization,  yet  we 
realize  that  with  the  passing  of  the  years,  and  the  changing  circumstances 
surroundmg  the  National  Board  of  Farm  organizations,  our  relation  with 
this  organization  is  to-day,  less  of  a  legislative  and  more  of  an  administra- 
tive nature.  We  therefore  believe  that  our  future  association  with  the 
National  Board  of  Farm  organizations  should  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  this  State  Grange;  and  we  so  recommend. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  the  most  effective  and  far-reaching  influence 
m  legislative  channels  always  emanates  from  among  the  folks  back  home. 
It  IS  you  alone  who  hold  the  whip  hand  over  your  Legislators.  It  is  you 
above  all  others  that  they  must  satisfy,  we  therefore  earnestly  urge  the 
Subordinate  and  Pomona  Granges  to  participate  actively  in  the  legislative 
affairs  of  the  state  during  the  forthcoming  session  of  the  Legislature.  And 
we  recommend  that,  as  in  former  years,  each  Grange  shall  appoint  a  legisla- 
tive committee,  empowered  to  act  in  the  interim  between  meetings  on  all 
legislative  matters  demanding  immediate  attention. 


CONCLUSION 

While  there  are  many  other  Legislative  matters  of  vital  interest  to 
Pennsylvania  farmers  at  this  time,  yet  your  committee  realizes  how  hope- 
lessly futile  would  be  any  attempt  to  cover  in  detail  every  specific  legislative 
item  that  may  confront  our  people,  in  a  blanket  report  of  this  kind.  How- 
ever it  shall  be  the  aim  and  purpose  of  your  committee,  at  all  times,  to 
promote  and  encourage  all  legislation  that  will  tend  to  raise  the  standards 
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of  rural  life  in  this  state;  and  likewise  will  we  oppose,  with  all  the  vehemence 
at  our  command,  any  legislation  of  a  vicious  or  unjust  character.

RESOLUTIONS  REFERRED  TO  THE  LEGISLATIVE 

COMMITTEE 

RESOLUTION  NO.  I  STATE  REWARD  FOR  TOWNSHIPS 

WHEREAS:  There  are  75,000  miles  of  Township  roads  in  Pennsylvania, 
classed  as  unimproved,  and  the  moneys  derived  from  Township  road  taxes  is 
inadequate  to  maintain  these  roads  under  the  condition  of  traffic  today, 
and 

WHEREAS:  The  State  Reward  Act  was  brought  about  to  improve  the 
rural  roads  and  give  the  farmer  better  approach  to  market  and  also  the 
better  improved  State  Highways,  and  while  the  Legislatures  have  increased 
the  appropriations  for  State  reward  from  time  to  time,  the  State  reward  pro- 
gramme is  not  measuring  up  to  these  requirements,  and 

WHEREAS:  The  highway  department  has  been  working  with  $3,000,- 
000,  for  the  last  biennum  and  over  6,000  applications  for  State  reward 
that  have  not  been  issued,  this  department  needs  larger  appropriation,  and 

WHEREAS:  The  bureau  of  Township  highways  handling  State  Reward 
is  lax  in  settling  with  Township  after  the  work  is  completed,  we  believe  that 
better  methods  should  be  used  whereby  the  Township  would  receive  their 
allotment  with  unnecessary  delay 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  the  State  Grange  of  Penn- 
sylvania go  on  record  asking  the  Legislature  to  set  aside  one  cent  of  the 
gasoline  tax  for  State  Reward  and  to  be  created  as  a  continuous  fund, 
eliminating  unnecessary  delay  in  settling  with  Townships  upon  completion 
of  work.

RESOLUTION  NO.  2.     EXEMPTION  OF  FARM  TRACTORS 

WHEREAS:  There  is  a  law  now  in  effect  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
placing  a  tax  of  three  (3)  cents  per  gallon  on  all  gasoline  used  in  the  State, 
and 

WHEREAS:  We  as  an  agricultural  body  feel,  that  the  gasoline  we  use 
in  our  tractors  and  stationary  engines  on  the  farm  should  be  exempt  from 
taxation  inasmuch  as  it  is  not  used  on  the  highways.

FIFTH:  That  the  penalty  for  trespass  should  be  $10  fine  for  first 
offence,  and  $25  fine  and  revocation  of  license  for  a  period  of  one  year  from 
date  of  conviction  for  second  offence,  and  that  every  person  other  than 
regularly  salaried  game  wardens  and  peace  officers,  who  shall  arrest  or 
obtain  the  arrest  of  any  violator  of  the  trespass  laws  of  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania  should  receive  one  half  of  all  fines  imposed  and  collected  for 
the  violation  of  the  trespass  law  for  which  he  obtains  the  arrest. 

SIXTH:  That  the  license  papers  should  include  the  printing  on  each 
a  brief  digest  of  the  trespass  laws  and  a  definition  of  the  term  "seated"  land. 
RESOLVED:  That  the  above  recommendations  shall  be  presented  to 
the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  and  the  Pennsylvania  Division  Izaak  Walton

We  recommend  that  the  Master  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange 
receive  $2,000.00  per  year  and  necessary  expenses  while  engaged  in  Grange 
ivork;  Lecturer  $300.00  per  year,  and  $6.00  per  day  and  necessary  expenses 
while  engaged  m  Grange  work:  his  per  diem  and  expenses  to  be  divided 
as  far  as  practicable  between  the  Granges  he  may  visit  and  the  State 
Grange;  the  Treasurer,  $400.00  per  year. 
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We  recommend  that  the  Secretary  shall  receive  $1,400.00  per  year  for 
attending  to  the  duties  of  that  office;  if  the  Secretary  be  also  employed  as 
Legislative  Agent,  he  shall  receive  such  additional  compensation  as  the 
Executive  Committee  may  consider  just  and  proper. 

We  recommend  that  the  members  of  the  Executive,  Legislative,  and 
Finance  Committees  be  allowed  $3.00  per  day  and  necessary  expenses  when 
engaged  in  work  for  the  Grange. 

We  recommend  that  all  officers  of  the  State  Grange  be  allowed  mileage 
and  necessary  expenses  for  attending  the  sessions  of  the  State  Grange. 

We  recommend  that  the  State  Deputies  shall  receive  $4.00  per  day  and 
necessary  expenses  while  engaged  in  Grange  work  except  for  attendance 
at  the  State  Grange  meetings  when  they  shall  receive  mileage  only,  when 
and  if  called  to  attend  the  session,  by  the  State  Master.

Knowing  that  it  is  just  as  necessary  in  the  rural  districts  as  in  the 
cities  that  a  strong  moral  character  be  founded  and  built  in  our  boys  and 
girls  and  that  the  educational  advantages  shall  not  be  lowered,  but  increased 
we  again  reaffirm  the  position  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  regarding 
education,  in  that,  the  rural  school  authorities  who  know  the  conditions 
existing  in  their  respective  districts  shall  not  only  be  held  responsible  for 
carrying  out  the  dictates  of  some  appointed  officers  but  shall  be  vested 
with  all  authority  according  to  wise  provisions  of  law. 

Realizing  that  the  required  reading  of  ten  verses  of  Scripture  daily 
with-out  comment  in  our  rural  schools  has  in  many  communities  become  a 
meaningless  form,  and  desiring  to  give  our  children  as  much  real  religious 
instructions  as  possible,  we  recommend  that  each  Subordinate  Grange  in  our 
State  make  a  real  study  of  the  matter  of  dismissing  the  pupils  for  regular 
weekly  instruction  under  competent  Bible  instructors,  with  the  view  of 
ascertaining  if  that  method  be  desirable  and  practicable  in  the  community 
in  which  the  Subordinate  Grange  may  be  located  and  furthermore,  we 
recommend  the  State  Lecturer  to  include  such  study  in  his  prepared  program.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSERVATION 

The  Committee  on  Conservation  failed  to  present  its  annual  report 
and  we  print  herewith  the  report  as  prepared  and  signed  by  the  chairman  of 
the  committee. 

Pennsylvania  has  just  witnessed  the  destruction  by  the  Republican  State 
machine  of  one  of  the  most  necessary  and  beneficent  conservation  policies 
ever  formulated  in  this  Commonwealth.  This  is  the  policy  of  growing  on 
State  land  the  timber  we  cannot  get  elsewhere,  and  cannot  get  on  without. 
It  was  represented  by  the  Forest  Bond  Issue,  voted  upon  in  the  recent 
election,  and  killed  by  order  of  the  State  organization. 

This  policy  first  took  shape  in  the  Constitutional  Commission  of  1918, 
and  the  Commission  was  the  first  official  body  to  adopt  it.  The  Pennsylvania 
State  Grange  was  the  first  unofficial  body  to  declare  for  it,  and,  therefore^ 
for  a  rounded  and  sufficient  forest  policy  for  Pennsylvania. 

This  adoption  of  a  far-sighted  and  effective  forest  policy  by  the 
State  Grange  was  a  step  of  tremendous  significance  to  the  Commonwealth 
and  its  future  prosperity,  and  it  should  not  be  forgotten. 

At  the  time  when  the  State  Grange  gave  this  plan  for  growing  on 
our  own  lands  the  timber  required  its  strong  approval,  the  great  need  in 
Pennsylvania  was  for  a  forest  policy  which,  if  carried  out,  would  actually 
solve  the  problem  and  meet  the  situation. 

With  one  exception  Pennsylvania  was  the  earliest  of  the  States  to  take 
up  the  question  of  forestry.  Through  the  efforts  of  Doctor  Rothrock,  the 
father  of  forestry  in  Pennsylvania,  and  the  Pennsylvania  Forestry  Asso- 
ciation, an  outline  of  the  facts  was  laid  before  the  citizens  of  the  State, 
and  the  necessity  for  protecting  our  forests  against  fire  early  came  to  be 
understood. 

This  was  a  great  step,  but  it  was  not  enough.  We  might  have  stopped 
every  forest  fire  in  Pennsylvania  without  solving  the  forest  problem  of 
the  State,  provided  destruction  by  the  ax  went  on  unchecked.  Something 
more  than  fire  protection  was  needed.  That  was  a  method  which,  if  applied 
in  practice,  would  give  the  agriculture,  the  industries,  the  transportation, 
and  the  people  of  Pennsylvania  generally,  a  solid  assurance  against  the 
calamity  of  a  timber  famine. 

Pennsylvania  does  not  stand  alone  in  forest  matters  any  more  than 
in  any  other  great  question  which  affects  the  Nation.  We  are  one  of  a 
great  sisterhood  of  States,  commerce  between  which  is,  and  under  the 
Constitution  always  must  be,  free  and  unrestricted;  and  what  happens  in  one 
part  of  our  great  continent  has,  and  must  always  have,  its  effect  elsewhere. 

The  forest  situation  in  the  United  States  as  a  whole  is  seriously  dan- 
gerous. Of  the  great  virgin  forests  of  more  than  800,000,000  acres  which 
once  covered  so  large  a  part  of  our  country,  no  more  than  one-eighth  remains, 
and  half  of  that  remaining  eighth  is  being  destroyed  with  immense  rapidity. 
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Less  States  than  can  be  counted  on  the  fingers  of  two  hands  are  still  able  to 
supply  timber  enough  for  their  own  needs  and  for  export  as  well.  It  is 
today  costing  us  $25,000,000  and  more  for  freight  alone  on  the  wood  we 
import,  and  more  than  $100,000,000  in  all  each  year  to  bring  in  the  lumber 
we  could  grow  and  ought  to  grow  ourselves. 

Everyone  of  our  greater  industrial  States,  including  Pennsylvania,  is 
absolutely  dependent  for  its  supply  of  wood,  without  which  it  cannot  do 
business,  on  the  few  States  which  can  still  furnish  something  beyond  their 
own  needs;  and  the  time  is  almost  at  hand  when  even  these  few  States  will 
be  exhausted. 

Pennsylvania,  once  the  greatest  lumber  producing  State  in  the  Union, 
now  imports  about  nine  out  of  every  ten  feet  of  lumber  her  people  must 
have  to  prosper.  The  timber  she  is  today  able  to  supply  herself  to  meet 
the  necessities  of  her  people  is  an  utterly  negligible  amount.  If  the  impor- 
tation of  lumber  from  other  States  into  our  State  were  to  stop,  there  is 
scarcely  an  industry  within  our  borders  that  would  not  meet  with  immediate 
calamitv. 

For  under  our  form  of  civilization,  wood  is  as  necessary  as  iron.  Noth- 
ing can  be  grown,  manufactured,  transported,  or  consumed  without  the  help 
of  wood.  We  are  as  dependent  upon  wood  for  our  material  prosperity 
as  we  are  upon  iron,  and  upon  oil,  and  upon  electricity.  And  wood,  within 
a  time  most  dangerously  short  as  time  goes  in  the  history  of  States,  will 
fail  us  unless  we  make  provision  to  grow  what  we  need  ourselves. 

There  exist  nowhere  in  the  world  sufficient  supplies  of  the  kinds  of 
timber  our  agriculture  and  industrial  life  is  adjusted  to  use  to  supply 
us  after  the  resources  of  the  United  States  are  gone.  This  appalling  fact 
is  commonly  overlooked.  It  deserves  instead  the  careful  attention  of  our 
statesmen. 

A  rounded  forest  policy  for  Pennsylvania,  therefore  must  include,  but 
cannot  stop  with,  the  prevention  of  forest  fires.  It  must  include  also  pro- 
vision for  securing  the  supply  of  timber  we  cannot  get  on  without. 

The  prevention  of  forest  fires  is  an  essential  part  of  any  sound  forest 
policy.  Great  attention  has  been  given  to  this  subject  by  the  Committee 
on  Conservation  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  as  well  as  by  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Department  of  Forestry,  and  as  a  result  there  was 
established  in  Pennsylvania  the  best  forest  fire  prevention  system  in  exist- 
ence an>^where  in  the  United  States. 

After  this  system  had  been  in  operation  for  several  years,  forest  fires 
were  so  controlled  that  for  the  first  time  since  the  early  history  of  the 
State  the  new  growth  in  the  forests  of  the  Commonwealth  exceeded  the  loss 
from  fire.  This  happened  in  1926.  It  was  a  step  of  far-reaching  importance, 
but  it  could  not  by  itself  alone  meet  the  forest  needs  of  the  Commonwealth. 
Provision  was  required  not  only  to  stop  destruction  but  to  grow  new  forests. 

The  policy  of  producing  on  forest  lands  owned  by  the  Commonwealth 
a  continuous  supply  of  lumber  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  State, 
formulated,  as  already  mentioned,  in  the  Constitutional  Commission  of  1918, 
was  submitted  to  the  Legislature  of  1923,  and  approved  by  it  almost  unani- 
mously. It  was  equally  approved  by  the  Legislature  in  1925,  and  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  people  in  the  recent  election  on  November  6,  1928. 

Several  objections,  not  one  of  them  valid,  were  advanced  by  politicians 
to  the  passage  of  the  Forest  Bond  Issue,  which  appeared  on  the  ballot  as 
Constitutional  Amendment  No.  3.  Although  there  would  be  no  burden  at 
all,  for  the  Forest  Bond  Issue  would  pay  for  itself  in  cash  over  and  over 
again,  the  principal  objection  held  that  the  State  could  not  afford  to  issue 
bonds  and  thus  transfer  the  burden  to  future  generations,  but  that  it  could 
afford  to  buy  out  of  current  revenues  the  amount  of  forests  necessary  to  put 
the  State  on  a  self-supporting  basis  in  the  matter  of  wood. 

The  State,  in  other  words,  did  not  have  money  enough  to  pay  interest 
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on  a  loan,  but  did  have  money  enough  to  pay  cash.  This  ridiculously 
contradictory  argument  was  widely  disseminated  through  the  State,  but  was 
not  the  reason  why  the  Forest  Bond  Issue  failed.  It  failed  because  the  State 
organization  gave  orders  against  it. 

At  the  same  time  that  the  State  organization  gave  orders  to  kill  the 
Forest  Bond  Issue,  it  pledged  itself  to  recommend  abundant  appropriations 
for  the  purchase  of  additional  forest  lands.     The  question  now  is  how  far 

it  will  make  good. 

No  man  familiar  with  politics  and  public  finance  in  Pennsylvania  can 
for  one  moment  hold  that  the  organization  will  consent  to  appropriate  five 
million  dollars  at  each  of  the  next  five  sessions  of  the  Legislature  for  the 
purchase  of  State  forest  lands  and  thus  compensate  for  its  defeat  of  the 

Forest  Bond  Issue. 

But  through  the  action  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange,  the  Penn- 
sylvania Forestry  Association,  and  the  friends  of  forestry  generally,  the 
imperative  need  for  protecting  the  prosperity  of  this  Commonwealth  against 
the  dreadful  calamity  of  a  shortage  of  wood  has  been  put  before  the  people 
of  the  State  more  clearly  than  ever  before.  They  understand  the  danger 
and  the  need  better  than  ever  before.  It  remains  to  see  how  far  the 
politicians  who  killed  the  Forest  Bond  Issue  will  live  up  to  the  undertaking 
they  have  made  with  the  people  of  Pennsylvania  to  protect  their  vital 
interest  in  growing  the  wood  we  must  have  but  soon  cannot  get  unless  we 

grow  it.  _
